of love for the many kindnesses so frequently accorded unto 
me, both told and untold, and to place upon record the honest 
and deep rooted sentiments of my heart, expressive of my ap- 
preciation of your forbearance, your charity and your fraternal 
good will so frequently manifested. 

1 pause at this time with my heart overflowing with love 
and veneration towards each one of you— love for those whom I 
have met this year for the first time, and veneration for those 
who, year after year, have come up to the tabernacle to worship 
with me, whom T have known, and having known, have learned 
to love. You are surely my near and dear friends, as well as 
beloved companions, and I would say with the poet:

IN MEMORIAM. 

Seldom does it become the sad duty of any one to record 
the death of three eminent standard bearers of our institution 
from out* Jurisdiction in the same year. Let us pause in our 
business affairs while we mourn with Rhode Island, who has? 
lost the following eminent companions: Most Excellent Past 
Grand High Priest George M. Carpenter, whose death occurred 
in Holland, where he was traveling, July 31, 18110. He had held 
many prominent positions, both in Masonic ami civil life, the- 
more important among the latter being judge of the supreme 
court of Rhode Island, and United States district judge, whicli 
latter office lie held at the time of his dentil. Also, Right Ex- 
cellent Companion George F. Crandall. Deputy Grand High 
Priest, whose death occurred ou September 30, 1800. His death 
occurred while he also was absent from homo seeking health* 
being found dead in his room in his hotel in Boston. Mass. On 
February 10, 18117, Most Excellent Companion Past Grand High 
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Priest Levi L. Webster, died at his home in Providence, K. T. 
The further list of our deceased companions is in the hands of 
our Committee on Necrology . of which M. E. Companion Law- 
rence X. Greenleaf is clmirman. I recommend that this matter 
he referred to the suitable committee to report memorial words 
thereon, and that a page he set apart in our proceedings to 
their memory. 

OUR DEAD. 

Our own Jurisdiction has been graciously spared from the 
hand of death, none of our Grand Officers, either past or present, 
having been called lienee, and tin* death roll shows that but 
twenty-live of our companions of Subordinate Chapters have been 
stricken by his awful hand. 

APPOINTMENTS. 

Vacancies having occurred, I have, upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Grand High Priests of the respective jurisdictions, 
commissioned as the Representatives of this Grand Chapter, Ex- 
cellent Companion Arthur McGinnis, of Belleville, near the Grand 
Chapter of Canada, vice Lawrence II. Henderson, deceased: also. 
Excellent Companion Thomas Trenaman. of Halifax, near the 
Grand Chapter of Nova Scotia, vice Richard T. Roome, de- 
ceased. both of whom I am pleased to report have been received 
and acknowledged as our accredited Representatives. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Good and sufficient reasons having been shown unto me to 
exist. I have issued the following dispensations: 

November 10. ISOd. I issued my special dispensation to 
Companion John 1\ Harding to install Companion John E. Rinker 
as Principal Sojourner of Cripple Creek Chapter No. :ui. 

January 1.1. 1807. I issued my special dispensation to Ex- 
cellent Companion C. C. Goodale to install Companion A. J. 
Hottel as High Priest of Orient Chapter No. 22. 

March 2d. 1807, I issued my special dispensation to Ex- 
cellent Companion John P. Kearns to install Companion J. R. 
Killian as Royal Arch Captain, and Companion Prod O. Roof 
as Master of the Second Veil of Walsenburg Chapter No. 27. 

DISPE XSATIO NS RE E CSEI >. 

September 2d. 1800, I declined to grant a dispensation to 
sixteen companions at Victor, El Paso county. Colorado, to form 
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a Chapter of Royal Arch Masons, there being already an or- 
ganized Chapter at Cripple Creek, only eight miles distant, and 
Victor having but one Masonic Lodge from which to gain ma- 
terial, I felt it to be to the best interests of Capitular Masonry 
to decline their request. 

OFFICIAL ACTS. 

October 3, 1S96, assisted by M. E. Companion Wni. T. 
Bridwell, I instituted Cripple Creek Chapter No. 33, stationed 
at Cripple Creek, and installed its officers. 

October 21, 1896, l approved an amendment to the By-Laws 
of Cache la Foudre Chapter No. 11, changing the time of its 
stated Convocations. 

October 21, 1806, I approved the official bond of R. E. 
Companion Ed. C. Parmelee, Grand Secretary, in the sum of 
$5,000. 

October 31, I860, I joined with the M. W. Grand Master 
and the R. E. Grand Commander of Colorado in the following 
official letter: 


“Grand Master's Office. 

“Pueblo, Colo., October 31, 1896. 

“To all Free and Accepted Masons, Royal Arch Masons and 
Knights Templar within the state of Colorado, holding 
allegiance to the M. W. Grand Lodge, A. F. and A. M., 
the Grand Royal Arch Chapter, or the Grand Comraandery 
of Knights Templar— Fraternal Greeting: 

“Whereas, it has come to our knowledge that certain pub- 
lishing houses within tile United States are printing, advertising 
for sale, selling and distributing throughout this Grand Jurisdic- 
tion certain abbreviated forms or ‘keys’ of a so-called ‘Masonic 
secret work/ which are wholly unauthorized and contrary to the 
teachings of Masonry, to the instruction of our own body or 
of the governing bodies outside this Grand Jurisdiction. And, 
whereas, the publishing of such work is a direct violation of the 
ancient landmarks, usages and customs of Free Masonry, and 
any Mason publishing such unauthorized and clandestine work, 
of causing the same to be published or distributed; knowingly 
violates bis Masonic obligations; therefore, we, the undersigned, 
do fraternally and most urgently request all Masons within this 
Grand Jurisdiction to refrain from purchasing, using or having 
in his possession any of the aforementioned keys furnished by 
the before-named publishers, or any of a similar character, un- 
authorized by Masonic law, that the good name of the Masonry 
of Colorado may not he slandered, nor our own loyalty to our 
beloved institution be brought in question. Let this be read 
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aloud to the members present at every stated meeting after its 
receipt, during the months of November and December, 1S9G.

November 25, 1S9G, I approved the official bond of R. E. 
Companion Win. 1>. Todd, as Grand Treasurer, in the sum of 
$ 5 , 000 . 

December S, 1890, I had the pleasure of installing the 
officers of my own Chapter. 

January 11, 1897, 1 approved the amendments to the By- 
Laws of South Pueblo Chapter No. 12, reducing the annual dues 
from $5 to $2.50, and reducing the fees for the degrees from 
$G0 to $50. 

June 10, 1897. 1 approved a full code of By-Laws for South 
Pueblo Chapter No. 12. 

July 19. 1897, T approved an amendment to the By-Laws 
of Cripple Creek Chapter No. 33, changing the time of its 
stated Convocations. 

During tin* greater portion of August T was outside this 
Grand Jurisdiction. The affairs of the craft were under the 
able authority of R. E. Companion Win. D. Peirce, Deputy 
Grand High Priest, who will make an official report of his 
official acts and doings. 


DECISIONS. 

Owing to the high standing, intelligence and executive 
capacity of the officers of our Subordinate Chapters, 1 lmvc not 
been called upon for an official decision during my term of 
office. I have, however, been in such close touch with nil the 
officers and members of our Chapters that they have been free 
to ask for my advice upon a great many subjects. This has been 
most cheerfully accorded, and they have consequently probed me 
to their heart's content. The correspondence, therefore, partook 
more of a friendly personal Interchange of ideas than of the dig- 
nity of official correspondence, and I am pleased to report that 
every letter received from any source upon matters material to the 
craft has been fully answered. For instance, here is an ex- 
ample: The Secretary of one of our Chapters asked: “Is a 
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licensed druggist in our city eligible tu take the degrees in ibis 
chapter;? An curly reply with greatly oblige.'* To lids l ro- 
bbed: “Our Grand Lodge By-Law Xo. Li"*, and our Grand 
Chapter By-Law Xo, o!i. were framed and adopted, m>f to taboo 
die mi me of any business, but to prevent our members from 
becoming vendors of intoxicating liquors, whether it should be 
under the name of grocer, saloon keeper or druggist, and my 
opinion is that a druggist who sells liquor a* a hr rentin' is 
as clearly under the ban of llie Jaw, as though he sold h under 
some other name, and would be ineligible for the Chapter de- 
grees." My reply was evidently not what he had expected, for 
hi* again wrote that my reply was "nil right so far as it went. 

but druggists in — — City did nor sell liquor as a 

beverage: therefore, would like your decision on tlm subject." 
To this curt letter I replied as follows: 

"One of the duties of a Grand High Priest is to explain 
Hie law to Ids companions and to Subordinate Chapters when 
ended upon to do so. The application of the law to spoeUlc 
eases is wisely left to the determination and discretion of the 
individual Chapters. In my letter of June 21, inst., I stated that 
in my opinion a druggist who sold intoxicating liquor as a bev- 
erage came under the operation of the law Eu such eases. Of 
course, if he does not sell liquor in Urn conduct of Ids business, 
exce] it tor medicinal, mechanical, experimental or sacramental 
purposes, the negative would apply. This is the meaning of the 
law. Your Chapter must apply it to the specific ease cited," 
As I have heard nothing further from this Chapter, I 
imagine that they applied the law as reemi i mended, to their 
satisfaction. 

(hi December 21. IMKi, ! received the following communi- 
cation: 

"Mr, Ed. l*. Par melee. Grand Secretary. Masonic Temple, Den- 
ver, Colo. : 

"Pear Sir and Right Worshipful Brother— We have been no- 
li Hod by i he Mu sonic Temple Association of Denver that it is l lie 
*ense of that body that, owing to the actual necessity of pro- 
curing revenue from alt rooms in the Temple, we should Vail upon 
the Grand Bodies to pay a fair amount for rent from January 
L 1SSJ7, We would therefore respect fully request that you ar- 
range for a conference with our manager and with the mortgage 
trustees. If necessary, so that the monthly rental ami other de- 
mits may lie amicably agreed upon.

“My Dear Sir and Companion— I have received from Com- 
panion I'urmrlee, Grand Secretary, your communication of the 
24 Hi hint. relative to the matter of this Grand Body paying 
rental for its accommodations in Urn Masonic Temple. Denver, 
after .Ian nary 1, DPT, and have most carefully read Its contents 
ami meaning, I have on lile in this office a set of resolutions 
passed by your Association In 1881), which recite: 

"'Thai for and In consideration of a donation of iwo thou- 
sand dollars, made by the Grand Chapter of Colorado. Royal 
Areh Masons, tender is made so long as the Temple shall re- 
main the property of this Association, the free and unrestricted 
use of suitable apartments in the vaults in lie constructed, to- 
gether with soil aide rooms for the use of its Grand Secretary, 
and any and all of I he ludgc and committee rooms in Hie Temple 
for the use of the Grand Chapter, etc/ 

"Which tender was accepted a ml its privileges enjoyed, by 
lids Grand Chapter since that time to the present, ami having 
thereby gained vested rights in and to the accommodations of 
the Temple building, I see no reason for considering the request 
made in your letter of the 24 th Inst, to any further extent. 
Having called your attention to the existing cold met, which is 
still In forces i trust further proceedings will be fully stopped, 
1 have the honor In be.

Hu January 20, 1807, I received the folio whig: 

“Horn 1 Sir and Brother— Referring In recent Idler from 
you, conveying in substance your opinion that Hie action of the 
Masonic Temple Association, in iSSU. in tendering the Grand 
Bodies free quarters \ u the Temple, covered the case, and that 
further action would appear unnecessary* We, however* do not 
look at the matter in the same light, for the reason that the 
title to the Temple property Is no longer vested in the Masonic 
Temple Association of Denver, hut in the mortgage trustees, 
ecmsequemly ihc resolution referred to lias been a dead letter for 
more than two years. That we have not been hasty in arriving 
at our conclusions is shown by the fact that we have tint taken 
this action sooner. Bui we feel that the time has arrived when 
it is incumbent upon us in carrying out the privileges of our 
triisl to collect a fair amount of rent for the rooms occupied 
by you in the business portion of the Temple building. We 
Therefore beg to repeat mir requesj that arrangements lie made 
as easily as practicable for a conference with mir manager or 
ourselves, so that the amount to be paid by the Grand Bodies 
for lily rental may be agreed upon.

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In response to this communication the 31. W. Graud Master 
and R. E. Grand Commander and myself arranged for a con- 
ference with the said ‘"mortgage trustees” on February 8. 1807, 
at which meeting, after a full discussion of the pros and cons 
of the question, It was mutually agreed and understood that the 
mortgage trustees recede from their position of demanding rent 
from this Grand Body for the occupancy of the Masonic Temple, 
and that we would severally recommend to our respective Grand 
Bodies that such donations be made annually from our grand 
treasury as the funds would warrant, to enable said mortgage 
trustees to finally pay off the indebtedness of the Association 
and reclaim to its owners this beautiful Temple building. 

On May It), 1897, I received tbe following communication: 

”J. H. Peabody, Grand High Priest: 

‘•Dear Sir and Most Excellent Companion— We beg to recall 
tbe conference held with you, the Grand Master and the Grand 
Commander on February 8, 1897, for consideration of our request 
that the Grand Bodies should pay rent for the rooms permanently 
occupied by them, in the Masonic Temple, In Denver, for such 
time as might be necessary to assist the mortgage trustees in 
retaining for the Masonic bodies of Denver their ownership in 
tbe building. At the conference referred to, the three Grand 
Officers expressed themselves as being adverse to admitting our 
right to charge or collect rents from their respective Grand 
Bodies, in view of the resolution of the Masonic Temple Asso- 
ciation of Denver, tendering them free occupancy of sucli rooms 
as they might require, or the Association might be able to pro- 
vide. And it was suggested that we should place In writing a 
communication to the presiding Grand Officers, requesting that 
each of the Grand Bodies subscribe annually such an amount 
as they might feel able to dispose of for the purposes in ques- 
tion, It Is doubtless well known to the fraternity throughout 
the state that it lias been only by the most strenuous efforts 
on our part, and by tbe most careful management, that the sale 
of the building under the mortgage has been averted, and we 
believe that it will require for many years to come all the rev- 
enue we can secure from every source to preserve the prop- 
erty and prevent it from becoming a total loss to the present 
owners. We would, therefore, respectfully request that at the 
next annual meeting of your Grand Chapter, you submit the 
matter to its members in such a way as you may deem best, 
and that you favor us with your influence in our behalf when 
It Is brought up for consideration and action.

sider the matter in all its bearings and report to this Convoca- 
tion the amount that can he consistently donated for the pur- 
poses above enumerated.

It is the source of much gratification to he able to report 
that no discoid or confusion exists among the Craft in this 
jurisdiction, and that the utmost peace and harmony surrounds 
our relations with all Grand Chapters with whom we are in 
fra tenia 1 correspondence.

States of America upon the harmonious and satisfactory settle- 
ment of its differences with the Grand Chapter of Rhode Island 
and the return of that Grand Chapter as a constituent member 
of the General Grand Body, as evidenced by the following letter:

LIFE MEMBERSHIP. 

Some time in July of this year I received the following 
letter: 

“Denver. Colo., July 22, 1807. 
“James II. Peabody. M. E. Grand High Priest: 

“Dear Sir and Companion— Several of the Lodges in this 
city have suspended life members of this Chapter for non-pay- 
ment of dues. As you are aware, the Grand Chapter prevents 
us from creating any more life members. Should these com- 
panions be reinstated in their Blue Lodge, would they by that 
action be reinstated ns life members of lids body, thus increasing 
the nutn her of life members on our roll at present? Please write 
at your earliest convenience.

Had the Inquiry shown the necessity for an Immediate 
settlement of the question, I should have formulated an oftlclnl 
reply, covering the points of the case until you could have passed 
upon it, and either declared it “good work” or “unlit for use.“ 
But us the proposition was an entirely new one and did not 
show that an emergency existed, I replied to tho writer that I 
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would bring the matter to your attention at this Convocation. 
I have done so, and would recommend that the question in- 
volved be referred to our able and efficient Committee on Juris- 
prudence, to formulate a By-Law applicable to such cases when- 
ever they may hereafter exist, and let it he Incorporated in our 
Code of Laws when adopted. 

Owing to the condition of our treasury, my own fully oc- 
cupied time and the complete visitations of the Subordinate 
Chapters in this jurisdiction by my immediate predecessors, T 
have done very little visiting. Wherever I have been, either In 
a private or an official capacity, I have been shown the greatest 
deference and the utmost consideration, and I shall remember 
the visits so made as among the pleasantest in my 'memory, 

I would call your attention to the fact that the Thirtieth 
Triennial Con vocation of the General Grand Chapter of the 
United States of America, will be held at the Masonic- Temple 
in the city of Baltimore, Md„ commencing on Tuesday, October 
12, A* I. 2427, A. D. 1897, at 10 o'clock a. m. As lids is the 
Centennial Convocation, 1 would urge upon the past and present 
Grand Officers of this Grand Chapter to exert their utmost en- 
deavors to be present at this most interesting meeting, 

SUGGESTION. 

The economy practiced under tiie resolution of this Grand 
Chapter, found on page 2 1 \ of our last printed Proceedings, I 
consider most unwise and unsatisfactory to the Craft, and as 
rendering our printed Proceedings of little or no value to the 
Grand Officers, or to the officers and members of our Subordinate 
Chapters. The list of officers of Chapters Is valueless to other 
Chapters In ascertaining membership, and practically worthless 
as a book of reference to either the Grand High Priest or to 
other officers, Inasmuch as the list of officers must necessarily 
change after the annual election in December of each year. Our 
able report or. foreign correspondence had better be omitted al- 
together than presented in the necessarily brief and emasculated 
shape it must be, if reduced to fifty pages, under the resolution, 
and T sincerely hope that the funds of tins Grand Chapter will 
be found in such satisfactory condition at this time to warrant 
the revocation of the resolution referred to, 

RITTjALr. 

For the past three years fins Grand Chapter has been drift- 
ing about upon the ritualistic sea, without mast or rudder, having 
3 
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no definite rule governing the ceremonies aud lectures of the 
several degrees, and no two Chapters using the . same rituals, 
consequently there has been no uniformity of the work. One 
year we endeavored to make use of the work as promulgated 
by the General Grand Chapter, and my eminent and esteemed 
predecessor, M. E. Companion West, employed the greater por- 
tion of his time for a year in instructing the Subordinate Chapters 
and the various officers thereof in that particular work. But 
the result proved a dismal failure. At the next Convocation of 
this Grand Chapter, the Representatives of these Subordinate 
Chapters came up and asked for an abolishment of that ritual, 
or that some radical changes therein might be permitted. Your 
committee recommended that Chapters be allowed to add an 
“historical lecture” here, and administer “practical lessons” there, 
and so on, until the work of the several degrees in this jurisdic- 
tion is at this time confounded, yea, unto the confusion of Babel. 
You can, and you should, remedy this growing evil. I feel that 
I can truly say that at no time in the history of this Grand 
Chapter has there been a more general desire to raise the stand- 
ard of our work, and to conform hi all respects to the ritual, 
when such a work shall be found satisfactory, than there is ap- 
parent at this present time. 

I have, as occasion has presented itself, criticized the work 
of some of our Chapters, especially cautioning them that no 
undue levity be permitted during the conferring of the degrees. 
I do sincerely hope that all the officers and members of our 
Subordinate Chapters will exert their influence to prevent any 
methods or ceremonies being permitted within their Chapters 
which will have a tendency to lessen the moral influence of our 
beautiful symbolry upon the minds of the candidates. Let the 
recital of the story of the trials and hardships of our ancient 
brethren appeal to the moral nature of the candidate, rather than 
to his fear of physical inconvenience. My attention has recently 
been called to a publication called “The Signet of Royal Arch 
Masonry,” compiled and issued by the able Masonic writers and 
ritualists, Companion A. J. Hendricks, of Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
Companion Frederick Speed, of Vicksburg, Miss., and their repu- 
tation is a sufficient guaranty of the quality of the book. I have 
examined this work very critically, and find that besides fol- 
lowing accurately the ritual of the General Grand Chapter, it 
explains many of the forms and ceremonies in a thoroughly 
pleasant aud instructive manner, while at the same time the 
esoteric portion of the ritual is arranged in such a unique and 
original maimer that to the student of Masonry it is as “plain 
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as dn y/' yet to the pro fa up 11 is as a "settled book,” I recommend 
that this subject be referred to a committee of three of your 
own selection, to report at this Convocation upon the monitorial 
work to he hereafter used In this Grand Jurisdiction. 

CONCLUSION. 

Companions, the record of my stewardship is now before 
you. I realize that you will find therein hut little to commend; 
T trust much less to censure. The labors of this honorable sta- 
tion have been very light; the pleasure to me lias been great, 
and the memories of the past year will last a life time. My asso- 
ciate officers have been a comfort and it support to mo, and I 
extend to each of you my grateful acknowledgments. May you 
receive the same eons I tie rate cooperation from your associate 
officers. Aty term of office Is now ended. 1 know not what 
niche I may hereafter lie called upon to lid. but be assured Hint 
I will as willingly perform the labors of the craft as 1 have 
gratefully enjoyed its honors. May the God of heaven and 
earth bless you in all things is the sincere prayer of your Grand 
High Priest,

Report on Correspondence 


To the Most Excellent Grand Koval Arch Chapter of 
t 'olorado: 


To follow out the wishes expressed by the Grand 
Chapter, at its last Annual Convocation, and condense 
as far as- possible the Report on Correspondence, and at 
the same time not impair its usefulness or detract from 
the information it should convey, is a matter to which 
your committee lias given considerable thonglit. We 
trust, therefore, that if we have not succeeded in present- 
ing as well finished a piece of work on I his occasion as is 
desired, that its imperfections will he overlooked, and 
that as a whole it may meet your approval. 

In drawing the* designs upon the trestle board at 
this time, it will be our endeavor to place before you a 
synopsis of the actions of the several Grand Chapters, and 
their general condition, as briefly as possible. 

In the twenty-three sessions of l his Grand Chapter 
there have been twenty reports on Foreign Correspond- 
ence, just one-half of which it has been our privilege to 
prepare. In the years 1X75. 1X77, and 1870 there were 
no reports. Companions Ed. C. Parmelee. Win, X. Dyers, 
Edward 11. Collins, George Wyman, and Dyron L. Carr 
each made one. Companion L. X. Green leaf made two, 
Companion Roger W. Woodbury three, and this is our 
tenth, the first being made in 1883, our second in 1880, 
since when they have been consecutive.

Address, is good reading: 

“It is gratifying to note from the words of the address that 
interest in Capitular Masonry in this Grand Jurisdiction is in- 
creasing.” 

As a testimonial to the retiring Grand High Priest, 
for his service, a suitable jewel is to be procured and pre- 
sented to him. 

An amendment to the Constitution, placing the min- 
imum fee to be charged for the degrees at §30, was lost.

his official transactions. Like some of his predecessors, 
he struggled hard to revive Benicia Chapter, and appar- 
ently with great hopes of final success. 

The infraction of rule -1 again caused some action, 
but fhe accused members complying with the law. the 
charges were dismissed. 

Two Chapters in throes of dissolution from want of 
membership, had their charters recalled, and the Grand 
High Priest ordered their revocation without prejudice. 

The High Priest of one Chapter, having very pub- 
licly called a meeting of members of a Masonic degree 
prohibited by rule 21, the Grand High Priest was very 
firm in his action, and used the following very forcible 
language: 

“A man Is occasionally found so constituted that he pre- 
fers ‘to rule in fail than serve In hcuren.' When found, such a - 
person, if a companion, should be sent to his own place.” 

After some delay, charges were properly preferred, 
and Stockton Chapter No. 28 was selected by the Grand 
Chapter to try the case. 

Companion Wm. Abraham Davies presented the 
Correspondence Report, which is signed bv the entire 
committee of five, but evidently Companion Davies’ own 
work. He has tolerably well confined it 10 a relation 
to the legislation and doings of other Grand Bodies, lie 
has made a special feature in it of the transactions of the 
Order of Higli Priesthood, of which we notice he is the 
Excellent President for California. Colorado is fra- 
ternally reviewed. Regarding our orders to cut it short, 
he says: 

“We trust the condensing apparatus ordered by the Grand 
Chapter of Colorado will not discourage the companion nor take 
the heart out of Ills work. The times are changing, and In the 
near future we shall see our neighbor, Colorado, at the head of 
the procession ns successful again in the development of her 
native wealth, as she is liberal in its distribution and generous 
in her hospitality.”

January 27, 1897; 39th Annual; 93 Chapters on roll; 
70 Chapters represented; 759 exaltations; 5,142 members; 
165 increase. 

M. E. Companion J. Ross Robertson, Grand High 
Priest, delivered a very exhaustive address; of the cere- 
monial work he said: 

‘‘Whilst the average exemplification of the work is about 
as good as last year, and much better than five years ago, yet 
in a large percentage of the Chapters the work, while it passes 
muster, can not be ranked as first class work." 

He also says: 

“My experience in the eighty Chapters visited in two years 
and six months is that, while many of the Chapters have ofilcers 
who are models in ability to memorize, they fail in that natural- 
ness which makes work impressive.” 

On non-payment of dues he moralizes thus: 

“The army of unafiillated keeps up Its everlasting and end- 
less march. We hear the ‘tramp, tramp' of these batalllons ns 
they pass our doors. They hurry on with measured step. With 
no one in command, there is no one to order the salute, and 
yet as they shuttle along and death picks up one here and there, 
the blank is quickly filled, for the rear man is ready to step up 
and take the place of the comrade that is gone. We make 
recruits at the one end, and our average is low, because we 
can not hold those who should be with us. Some can pay and 
won’t pay. It Is to be hoped that they are not as indifferent to 
their business obligations as to their Chapter work.” 

Of the Past Master’s Degree he remarks: 

“I have not been once questioned on the subject of the 
defunct Past Master's Degree, a fair indication that Us non-exist- 
ence has in no way affected the smooth progress of the work, 
and demonstrating clearly that the unbroken continuity of the 
ceremonial system is established.” 

He granted three dispensations for tlie formation 
of new Chapters. 

He calls attention to the coming of the centennial 
of the Royal Arch in Ontario, on June 7, 1897, that being 
the date of the first gathering of companions around the 
sacred word, and recommended the appointment of a 
committee to act with the companions of Toronto in its 
proper celebration. 
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He announced t he union of the Canadian compan- 
ions in Australia with the Grand Chapter of Victoria, 
and expressed the hope that the Grand Chapter would 
grow in members and influence. 

The Grand Superintendents presented their usual 
reports, which were referred to the Executive Commit- 
tee, who criticises them very severely; among other 
things they say: 

“In the make-up of their reports, be they little or much, 
there is invariably adopted a sort of follow-iny-leader style that 
not only imparts to the reading thereof a dreary monotony, but 
renders the search after facts almost abortive. 

“In this respect the year is not a whit better or worse than 
many preceding, but it is a singular fact that the frequent hints 
sent out from this committee, and there has been nothing am- 
biguous about them, have utterly failed to effect an improvement. 
The excellence of two or more of the reports, albeit very wel- 
come. is not enough to compensate for the paucity of informa- 
tion that too frequently characterizes the remainder.*' 

Warrants were granted to three new Chapters. 

The full reports and unsparing use of the knife to 
eradicate errors by this and all the Grand Chapter com- 
mittees will undoubtedly bear its fruit in after years, 
and the zeal and fidelity of these companions will be re- 
warded by the increased strength and growth of Royal 
Arch Masonry. 

Grants amounting to $525 were made from the Be- 
nevolent Fund, and $1,000 set apart for the Sick Chil- 
dren’s Hospital. 

A committee to revise and improve the opening and 
closing ceremonies of Grand Chapter was appointed. 

The rank of Past Grand Superintendent was con- 
ferred on two companions, who had served to till vacan- 
cies in some of the districts during the year. 

The next place of meeting is to be Toronto. A com- 
mittee was appointed to select and present a suitable 
testimonial to M. E. Companion Robertson, Past Grand 
Zerubbabel, in token of appreciation of the excellent 
work done by him during his two and a half year’s ser- 
vice. 

The Correspondence Report, by Companion George 
,1. Bennett, is a most excellent piece of work. In 218 
pages lie lias reviewed forty-seven jurisdictions — thir- 
teen of them for two years, and one for three. As would 
naturally be the case, he devotes a good deal of attention 
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to the remarks of other jurisdictions on the action of 
Canada in dispensing with the Past Master's Degree, and 
most valiently defends its course. His conclusion con- 
tains a just tribute to Britain’s noble queen, and rejoices 
with her millions of subjects in celebrating the comple- 
tion of the sixtieth year of her reign. Ho that our inborn 
loyalty to our mother country constrains us to quote Ids 
last: words on this subject: 

"May Gocl spare her to us long, and whoa slie leaves the 
throne she now adorns, may she receive a throne resplendent 
with perfect brightness from the face of the great King of Kings 
and Lord of Lord’s Jehovah. 

” ’While kingdoms rose, and kingdoms waned. 

And kingdoms ruled no more, 

Victoria, our queen, has reigned 
Her loyal people o'er.’ ”

The recommendation of the Grand High Priest that 
it: la* made tin* duty of the Grand Officers to visit all 
chapters assigned them, either in person or by proxy, be- 
fore 4 the close of tin* capitular year, was approved and 
adopted. 

The Committee on Grievances say they make the 
stereotyped report: “Cniversal peace and harmony pre- 
vails among tin* Craft." 

One petition for charter was granted. 

Appropriation was made for tin 4 expenses of dele- 
gates to the General Grand Chapter. 

There is, as usual, an excellent Report on Corre- 
spondence. from the pen of Companion John II. Rarlow. 
it covers the proceedings of forty-seven jurisdictions, and 
whilst his comments are brief, there is much valuable 
material compiled by culling from other reports, ('do- 
rado is fraternally reviewed.

October 21 and 22; 51st Annual; 88 Chapters oil 
roll; 82 Chapters represented; 123 exaltations; 6,479 
members; 20 decrease. 

On opening these Proceedings, the genial face of J. 
E. Redmond, Grand High Priest, forms the frontispiece. 

Two days were devoted to Royal Arch Masonry at 
this gathering, and much business was transacted. 

After the sad experience of two or three years past, 
it is pleasing to read in the Grand High Priest's address: 
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*’I greet yon with the tidings that for once we assenihle 
with our official ranks unbroken.” 

He refused a dispensation lo elect a High Priest, the 
King and Scribe not joining in the petition. 

More questions than usual were asked? but were 
readily answered by reference to the General Regulations. 

Approval of a By -Law was refused, which provided 
that a member could not vote or hold office until he had 
signed the By-Laws. Also one providing that a fnember 
could not vote or hold olliee if in arrears for more than 
one year’s dues. 

Dispensations for three Chapters were issued by 
him, and the charter of two Chapters arrested. 

A matter of invasion of jurisdiction by a Chapter in 
Kentucky was settled amicably. 

A complaint against an Illinois Chapter for confer- 
ring degrees on a resident of Wabash, was also settled, 
the petitioner having made glaring misstatements. 

And. thirdly, a case between two Chapters within 
the C« rand Jurisdiction was settled by the Grand High 
Priest. 

He issued a circular letter to the Chapters on the 
proprieties suitable to occasions of public appearance, 
deeming the same greatly needed. 

And this criticism might be applied to advantage in 
other jurisdictions: 

“The behavior of companions during the conferring of the 
Royal Arch Degree continues to he a source of vexation and 
mortification to the thinking Masons. It Is a grievious wrong that 
the thoughtless companion docs Masonry by indulging his levity 
in so solemn a ceremony as the exalting of a brother to a degree 
that is frequently and properly denominated the Holy Royal 
Arch. High Priests permit practices that have been denounced 
time and again by Grand High Priests and Grand Chapters, yet 
it seems almost impossible to eradicate this glaring evil. Words 
arc* without effect and edicts appear to in* harmless. There is 
consequently but one other hope, and that is that some day 
some Grand High Priest will, in righteous Indignation, arrest 
the charters of a number of the Chapters of Indiana.” 

He concludes: 

“The record of the year is before you. Royal Arch Masonry, 
in spite of adverse conditions, is prosperous, and its influence for 
good was never greater, and this because its members are largely 
the representative citizens of their respective localities, good men 
and true.” 
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A comfortable balance of $2,422.40 is found in the 
treasury. 

Three new Chapters, after working Under Dispensa- 
tion, were chartered. 

The Committee on Grievances, on an appeal from 
the ruling of a High Priest, decided against him, and 
the Grand Chapter concurred. 

The Foreign Correspondence Report was circum- 
scribed *and the committee limited to 100 printed pages. 

The Historian gave some historical matter of inter- 
est, which, however, we have not space to copy. 

The retiring Grand High Priest was presented with 
a Past Grand High Priest's jewel, in elegant, tender and 
affectionate words, for which he returned his heartfelt 
thanks in beautiful, impressive and fitting terms. 

A Council of High Priests was held, at which the 
matter of ritual was discussed and referred to a commit- 
tee of three, to report at the next Annual. 

The Appendix of 177 pages, reviewing forty-two 
Grand Chapters is again the work of Companion Tlios. 
R. Long, and in his usual vigorous style he relates , the 
doings, with just comment. Colorado receives fraternal 
attention, and our loss of Companion J. J. Topliff, Grand 
Principal Sojourner, is noted.

Chapters represented; 429 exaltations; 7,186 members; 
140 increase. 

The amiable face of M. E. Companion L. T. Weld 
greets us on the first page, who opened the Grand Chap- 
ter in Ample Form, at Marshalltown. 

He granted dispensations for three new Chapters, 
and the Grand Chapter approving their work and loca- 
tion, made two of them permanent by issuing charters, 
and continued the dispensation of the other, as it had 
not worked under dispensation the length of time re- 
quired by the Code. 

The Grand High Priest also constituted a like num- 
ber of Chapters which had received charters at the last 
Convocation. 
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He expresses some golden truths on Masonic work, 
referring to it in beautiful and expressive language. 

The committee to whom was referred the Grand 
High Priest’s address, said: 

“Truly lias another year been numbered with the past 
But we can congratulate ourselves that the Koyal Craft of 
Iowa have enjoyed the usual peace and prosperity; that Ma- 
sonry still continues its steady growth and without any spas- 
modic efforts to acquire great increase in membership. But a 
conservative administration has characterized the course of the 
M. E. Grand High Friest in the discharge of his duties, which 
is commendable.” 

From the report of the Committee on Chartered 
Chapters we learn that two Chapters reported no unpaid 
dues, but the remaining 115 showed a total of §11,195.69. 
Twenty-five Chapters conferred the Cryptic Degrees, 
in which 265 companions received the Degree of Royal 
Master, and 261 that of Select Master. 

Spirit Lake carried off the honor of being the place 
selected for the next Annual. 

Among the recommendations of the Jurisprudence 
Committee which were adopted, were alterations to the 
Constitution by which changes of By-Laws of Subordin- 
ate Chapters will hereafter require the approval of the 
Grand Chapter or Grand High Priest. Petitioners for 
the degrees must he affiliated Master Masons, and apply 
for the degrees within the jurisdiction in which they re- 
side. But dimitted Royal Arch Masons may apply for 
affiliation in any Chapter. 

The Grand Charity Fund shows §150 given as re- 
lief. The fund amounts to §7,000 invested, §315 accrued 
interest, and §1,552.10 cash. 

At the session §300 was appropriated for relief in 
specific cases. 

The committee to whom was referred the resolution 
at the last Convocation relating to the question of the 
separation of the Council degrees from the Grand Chap- 
ter, reported unanimously in favor of separation, giving' 
their reasons therefor. The report was referred to the 
Jurisprudence Committee, to report at the next session 
of the Grand Chapter. 

The Foreign Correspondence Report covers forty- 
two jurisdictions, and among them Colorado for 1895 has 
fraternal attention. The work, as usual, is from the pen 
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of Companion Thomas 11. Ercanbrack. In it we find lit- 
tle to criticise, much to commend, and plenty to interest.

Of the Masonic Home he said: 

“This institution, which lies so near the hearts of our 
companions, has been dispensing protection and support to a 
goodly number of distressed Masons, their widows and orphans, 
and grows every day in the beauty ami sweetness of Us work.” 

He recommended the adoption of the ritual of the 
General Grand Chapter, but the Committee ou Ritual 
and the Grand Chapter held on to Hindoo theology. 

Assistance from the charity fund was granted to 
two widows. 

One charter granted. 

The roll call of Grand Representatives was replied 
to by suitable words of greeting in behalf of their several 
Grand Jurisdictions. 

A fitting report from the Committee on Necrology 
expresses the feelings of the Grand Chapter toward the 
departed. 

The salary of the Grand High Priest was by reg- 
ulation fixed at §200 per annum. 

R. E. Companion Jacob De Witt doffs his sombrero 
and makes his best bow to the Royal Craft, with his third 
report. It shows that he has got well settled down into 
the harness, as it contains much excellent reading, with 
considerable original thought. The story of forty-eight 
Grand Jurisdictions is told in 158 pages. Colorado is 
not only reviewed fraternally, and the pith of our doings 
extracted, but throughout the review’s of the jurisdictions 
frequent allusions to your correspondent and other Col- 
orado matters find a place.

All the Grand Officers appeared in their stations, 
and the Grand High Priest informed them that eighteen 
times he had granted dispensations to ballot on petitions 
and confer degrees out of time, and in seven cases to one 
Chapter. He has no use for Grand Representatives, 
though in accordance with custom he appointed some. 

Among his recommendations was a digest, or Book 
of Constitutions of the Grand Chapter of Kentucky, lie 
also recommended an increase in the remuneration of the 
chairman of the Fraternal Correspondence Committee, 
deeming, and rightly, too, that §25 was insullicient. 

From his visitations, and those of the Grand Vis- 
itors. he arrived at the conclusion that many erroneous 
practices needed correction, and called to the attention of 
the Grand Chapter thirty-three causes, one or more of 
which had been noticed in the Chapters visited. 

Of the Home, established thirty years ago, he ap- 
propriately remarked : 

“Think of it, companions! Nearly 1.000 helpless ones ‘of 
the household of faith* among us have found shelter and food 
and raiment and training and loving rare and a home, because 
they were homeless. During the past year 263 have been eared 
for at a cost of only $92.67 per capita. May the scenes you 
have witnessed this afternoon, at the exhibition of our adopted 
children, awaken an increasing inspiration in your hearts that 
shall stimulate you to yet greater deeds of charity and prove 
a solace to each of you in your declining years.’* 

ILe enumerated some matters of invaded jurisdic- 
tion, all of which had been satisfactorily and harmoni- 
ously settled. 

On petition of King Solomon Chapter to change its 
number from 18 to 5, the Grand Chapter made the change 
on recommendation of the Jurisprudence Committee. 

One Chapter, after trial under dispensation, received 
a charter as No. 136. 

Seven charters were arrested. 

The Grand High Priest’S suggestion to print a Book 
of Constitutions was adopted, and the Grand Secretary 
was selected to compile the same and have 300 printed. 
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The Committee on By-Laws gave some very wise 
references under appropriate heads; but too voluminous 
for reproduction in this limited report. 

King Solomon Chapter No. 18 (now No. 5) exempli- 
fied the Royal Arch Degree. 

The resources of the Grand Chapter are $1,400 in- 
vested in bank stock, forty shares of* Masonic Savings 
Bank not valued, and $2,181.98 cash. 

The Fraternal Correspondence Report is the work 
of Companion Jas. W. Staton, in which forty-six juris- 
dictions are reviewed. Colorado receives due comment. 
Most subjects touched upon in other reports are dis- 
cussed by him. We fear we got a good many correspond- 
ents into trouble by our remarks regarding the introduc- 
tion of strangers among the workmen (i. e., ladies and 
profanes singing behind screens), as in almost every in- 
stance in which w r e were sustained, Companion Staton 
lias recorded his views against us; but still we remain 
unconvinced that it is right, and we do not think his 
siren voice has converted any of our associates. 

This report, however, is full of much interesting 
matter with which we generally agree.

He only found it necessary to use the dispensating 
power twice. 

He makes a suggestion for Grand Representatives, 
and does not consider them entirely useless. 

He speaks with pride regarding the Louisiana ritual 
and work. 

Assets of Grand Chapter have a market value of 
§4,678.86. 

Three hundred dollars appropriated for relief of des- 
titute Masons in the drouth stricken portions of the state. 

The Correspondence Report is furnished by Com- 
panion Herman C. Duncan.

A Special was held April 23, 1896, for instruction 
in degree work, and was continued for three days, during 
which time all the degrees were exemplified. The meet- 
ing appears to have been a very successful one. 

From the Grand High Priest's address we extract: 

“There is also a tradition that In the early days, perhaps 
we should say among our ancient brethren, progress In Masonry 
was very slow. The Entered Apprentice literally wrought seven 
years before he was deemed worthy to be advanced, and so 
from one degree to another promotion was dependent upon faith- 
ful, serious and thorough knowledge of the art The custom 
is quite different now; this is a very great mistake.’* 

He considers the use of substitutes an evasion of the 
O. B., and recommended a regulation making it inadmis- 
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sible cxcej it by dispensation; but the resolution was not 
looked upon favorably by the Committee on Doings of 
Grand Olliccrs, and it was not adopted. 

He had required a more rigid enforcement of the 
regulation concerning examination before advancement, 
and reported a marked improvement in that particular. 

No decisions. 

He visited every Subordinate Chapter, and reported 
peace and harmony prevailing. 

The reports of the Grand Inspectors indicate that 
Royal Arch Masonry is in a prosperous condition. 

The Committee on Centennial of the Grand Chapter 
made a report. 

The Grand Chapter has an album containing pho- 
tographs in groups — in annual groups — of the officers 
of the Grand Chapter for the past twenty-one ’years. 

The General Grand High Priest was received with 
the honors due his exalted station. 

Quoting from the repqrt of the late Companion A. 
T. 0. Pierson, of Minnesota, in 1SSS, Companion Edward 
T. Schultz thus commences the Report on Correspond- 
ence: 

"We are of age. We announce the fact authoritatively. 
Tills Is our twenty-first consecutive Report on Foreign Corre- 
spondence to the Grand Chapter of Minnesota.” 

His review gives information from forty-two juris- 
dictions, and is as complete and full of information as 
usual. The portion devoted to Colorado is fraternal. 
He notes the death of Companion ToplitF. He fails to 
see how the Chapters are bound by the legislation of the 
Grand Lodge; therefore, for his information, and that of 
others who may have thought this somewhat peculiar, 
we rise to explain, that the Grand Chapter of Colorado, 
in its Code of By-Laws, provided that the provisions of 
the Constitution, Laws and Resolutions of the Grand 
Lodge of Colorado, in all essential respects, where there 
is no conflict between it and the Constitution or Laws of 
this Grand Chapter, shall be the rules and regulations 
by which the action of the Subordinate Chapters of this 
jurisdiction shall be governed. The case referred to was 
exactly one covered by this provision. 

Companion Schultz makes our Grand High Priest a 
Hooper, which is a pretty good guess, since he was really 
a Cooper, and prefers that appellation.

At 
the first, resolutions were introduced and adopted re- 
garding the appropriate celebration of the approaching 
centenary, and a suitable Executive Committee was ap- 
pointed. At the second, a vote of sympathy to R. E. 
John Haigh, Grand Treasurer, was extended in his ill- 
ness. In the Proceedings we find a memorial to the same 
companion, whom death had claimed. 

At the Annual the several degrees were exemplified. 

An amendment to the Constitution permitting ap- 
plication for the degrees to be made to any Chapter 
within the Grand Jurisdiction, was considered so radical 
in its character that it was indefinitely postponed. 

The Grand High Priest, in his address, considers 
that notices of meetings should contain more than the 
simple announcement ‘‘to ballot on candidates,” and says 
that “the name of each candidate to be balloted upon 
should be borne upon the notice, giving his residence, oc- 
cupation, the name of the Lodge where he was raised, 
and the name of the companion who recommends him,” 
in order that those members who, by reason of age, dis- 
tance from the Lodge room, or other equally valid reason, 
do not find it convenient to attend every Convocation. 

He also says: 

“The High Priest has no right to allow his Secretary to 
be dilatory or negligent in the collection of the revenues of the 
body, much less to counsel him to be so.” 

The tellers reported Seranus Bowen unanimously 
elected Grand High Priest — a most excellent compliment 
to our co-worker in the correspondence field, and to a 
companion wlio for six years has so well filled the office 
of Grand Secretary. The Grand Chapter showed its ap- 
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predation of his work by requesting him to retain Ins 
position as correspondent.

Charters granted to two Chapters.

Oriental Chapter, on account of its loss by tire, had 
its dues remitted. 

Hereafter Convocations are to be for two days, to 
give the business more careful and deliberate considera- 
tion.

He also advised making it obligatory on applicants 
for the degrees to be in good standing and affiliated with 
some Blue Lodge, and he further recommended that can- 
didates for advancement should be required to pass an 
examination to prove efficiency before being passed from 
one degree to another. The Grand Chapter adopted the 
first of these, but rejected the latter. 

Two charters granted. 

The work on Mark and Past Degrees were credit- 
ably and satisfactorily exemplified by the officers of Deer 
Lodge Chapter. 

One hundred dollars was appropriated to secure 
representation at the next Convocation of the General 
Grand Chapter. 

The Grand Chapter prescribes a Code of By-Laws 
for the government of Subordinate Chapters within the 
jurisdiction, the form of which is printed in the Proceed- 
ings. A form of minutes is also given, which no doubt 
is a good aid to many Secretaries. 

The work of reviewing was shared in by Companion

his able editing of the work in former years. The latter 
has been a valuable assistant this year, and presented 
some excellent work for inspection. Among others, he 
sheds duylight on the Proceedings of Colorado in a most 
fraternal spirit.

Committee, they decided that there had been no invasion. 

The reports of Grand Secretary and Grand Treas- 
urer are the shortest that have come under our notice. 

A report, advising the incorporation of the Grand 
Chapter under the style and name of “The Grand Chapter 
of Royal Arch Masons of Nebraska” was adopted, and 
five trustees, to serve for five, four, three, two and one 
years, respectively, were elected.

The Grand High Priest's address was brief. The 
following from it might be applied to advantage in other 
jurisdictions: 

“I do most sincerely hope, however, that all the ofllee- 
bearers of all our Chapters will use their power and their In- 
fluence to prevent any innovations in the method of conferring 
the degrees which will have the effect of lessening the moral 
influence of our symbolism upon the minds and hearts of the 
candidates. The appeal should be to Ids intellect and moral 
nature; not to his fears or to his sense of physical incon- 
venience.” 

He relates correspondence with the G. S. E. of the 
Grand Chapter of Scotland, relative to the relations 
with that Grand Chapter growing out of the rights of 
Mount Lebanon Chapter, chartered by it, and within the 
jurisdiction of the Grand Chapter of New Brunswick.

In this vast domain who can estimate the great 
good it has accomplished in its own quiet way (‘let not thy 
left hand know what thy right hand docth’); what tears have 
been dried; wlmt sorrows assuaged; what widows and helpless 
orphans comforted; what fallen brothers have been lifted up and 
encouraged to live better ami more manly lives; wbat destitute 
ones liave been supplied with the common necessaries of life! 
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If the response could reach us In one combined refrain, even the 
most lethargic would bo awakened and stimulated to renewed 
energies for the advancement of the great nnd glorious work 
upon which wc have entered. 

“ ‘Affliction’s sons are brothers In distress; 

A brother to relieve, how exquisite the bliss!’ ” 

A whole page of the address is taken up with re- 
ports of waivers of jurisdiction. 

He had to discipline one Chapter and suspend its 
High Priest He speaks thus of a certain class: 

“I refer to those nmlcontents too often found in the Order 
who frequently are not tilted, either by possessing a knowledge 
of our rites, or by that spirit of kindness and condescension 
which would characterize all Masons to rule, yet when they are 
not permitted to rule seek the ruin of the particular body with 
which they are connected."

February 2 and 3; 100th Annual; 187 Chapters on 
roll; 183 Chapters represented; 1.335 exaltations; 19.898 
members; 4S2 increase. 

These Proceedings contain three steel engravings — 
those of Companions Geo. E. W. Stevers, Grand High 
Priest; Christopher G. Fox, Grand Secretary, and Geo. 
McGown, Grand Lecturer. 

Au address of welcome to the first Convocation in the 
new Temple at Albany, by Companion Jas. Ten Evck. of 
Temple Chapter No. 5, and response by the Grand High 
Priest, was the first thing after opening in Ample Form, 
and prayer by the Chaplain. 

From the annual address of the Grand High Priest 
are these words: 

“Almost one hundred years ago a number of faithful crafts- 
men met in this city and instituted this Grand Chapter, and 
like the great strong oak which from little acorns grew, it has 
grown and flourished, and now. after the lapse of these mam- 
year, tills noble tree of ours, with its 187 branches, from which 
have sprung 20,000 leaves, is spreading its benign influence nl- 
most everywhere in «nr great state. 

“We must not rest on the achievements of the past. T.et 
us continue in the paths of rectitude and honor, and rejoicing 
that the principles of Masonry have been our guiding star, pass 
on to our destiny with the courage of our convictions.” 

He made fifty-six official visits in addition to forty- 
two informal. 

One Chapter granted dispensation. 
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Tho matter of jurisdiction of Chapters situated 
within the territory of Greater New York he considered 
of such importance as to submit to the Grand Chapter, 
but the committee to whom the matter was referred ad- 
vised the Grand Chapter not to cross the bridge before 
they came to it. 

He advised the concurrent jurisdiction of all Chap- 
ters in the states 

lb* visited the Masonic Home, addressed the inmates 
on the subject of Masonry and the providence of the fra- 
ternity of which they were the recipients; he speaks of it 
as a delightful experience. 

The Correspondence Reports are recommended for 
perusal and study to obtain Masonic light and knowl- 
edge. 

The funds of the Grand Chapter consist of §7,381.58. 

The Grand Lecturer exemplified the work and lec- 
tures. 

The Committee on Centennial Celebration recom- 
mended that it be held in the Masonic Temple at Albany, 
on February 2. 1S9S. 

The expenses of proper representation of the Grand 
Chapter at the Centennial of the General Grand Chapter 
were appropriated. 

A Past High Priest's certificate is to be presented to 
High Priests who shall hereafter represent their Chap- 
ters in the Grand Chapter for one or more years. The 
certificate is to contain tin* date of receiving the Degree 
of the Order of High Priesthood, and is to he in size and 
form suitable for framing. 

The following resolution is surprising, from this 
Grand Jurisdiction: 

"Resolved, That the annual report of tho Committee on 
Foreign Correspondence hereafter submitted to the Grand 
Chapter he restricted to fifty pages of printed matter.” 

Committee on Grievances had no work to do. 

M. K. Geo. E. W. Stevers was reelected Grand High 
Priest ; but important considerations constrained him to 
decline, although if he could have followed his personal 
inclination he would gladly have consented to serve. 

One charter and two permits to hold Convocations 
in other places were granted; one charter denied. 
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According to the custom of many years tlicre is an 
eloquent address by Grand Chaplain It. E. Rev. James 
Byron Murray, on the subject, “The Genesis of Masonry.” 
It is full of sublime thoughts, and is recommended for 
careful reading. 

The dead are remembered in memorial pages of the 
necrology report. 

The Correspondence Report is once more the work 
of Companion Gardiner. It covers 24G pages, and is a 
very full synopsis of other proceedings. He stands by 
his established rule, to comment but little. He does not 
fail to sympathize with the correspondents who have been 
restricted in their work; and now, if we understand cor- 
rectly, a similar resolution has prevailed in his own 
Grand Chapter, and his report is to he shorn of four-fiftlis 
of its interesting matter. We might say, in his own 
words, to Companion Long: 

“Is this the result of a wise deliberation, or Is it a spas- 
modic thrill of retrenchment? It strikes us that economy might 
spring up from some other quarter rather than from this. How- 
ever, it is none of our funeral, but there is always a method 
of ‘whipping the devil around the stump. 1 ” 

We trust the companion will succeed in doing this, 
so that his own Grand Chapter and companions of the 
Guild may have the edification he usually affords them.

The Grand Chapter was organized by the G. C. H., 
and then opened in Ample Form by the Grand High 
Priest. The Grand High Priest’s address is devoted to 
business matters only. He granted a dispensation to 
wear Royal Arch clothing at a Masonic dinner on St. 
John’s Day. 

The Committee on General Purposes informed the 
Grand Chapter that Royal Arch [Masonry in the juris- 
diction was in a flourishing condition, and a large amount 
of work had been done in the Subordinate Chapters. 

An invitation to walk with the Grand Lodge and 
attend divine service was accepted. 

These’ Proceedings also contain a list of members, 
the Constitution and By-Laws of the Grand Chapter 
and regulations for the government of the Grand Chapter 
during the time of business. Also, lists of the exalted, 
dimitted and missing, with memorial pages to the de- 
parted.

He strongly' urges the enforcement of By-Laws con- 
cerning back dues. 

Rossignoe Chapter No. G was resuscitated and ap- 
parently has had new life infused into it. 

Newly-appointed Grand Representatives, among 
them R. E. Companion Thomas Trenaman, M. D., from 
this Grand Chapter, were introduced and extended a 
hearty welcome. 

The Board of General Purposes is to correspond 
with the various Grand Chapters of the United States on 
the question of substitutes. The same board is also to 
report at the next meeting of the Grand Chapter on the 
proper regalia to be worn by Grand and Subordinate 
Chapters.

Throe limes he authorized the formation of new 
Chapters, 

La (image Chapter, which had refused to pay tlie 
per capita lax for the Masonic Home, and against which 
the Grand Chapter had taken a strong stand, after ma- 
ture consideration decided lo obey the mandate, paid 
its tax and thus produced harmony. 

Among his recommendations is one regarding the 
recording of Marks prior to exaltation. 

He calls attention to a High Priest who was sus- 
pended by Ins Lodge for non-payment of dues, arid stated 
that he had ordered the King to take charge of the 
Chapter, Minting that his principal object in calling at- 
tention to the matter was to record the position of the 
Grand I tody* that suspension of any officer in a Chapter 
by Ins Chapter or Lodge, vacated for the time being his 
official standing, and that a. removal of the suspension 
restores him without further action. 

He refused dispensations to receive and ballot on 
petitions for candidates the same evening they were 
presented to the Chapter, 

Through the Grand Secretary he learned of a 
Chapter which had no minutes on record since 1885. 
The Chapter was, as may well he supposed, in a dis- 
organized condition, and he advised that the Charter be 
taken up. We wonder what Hie Grand Officers had been 
doing for twelve years not to have noticed this de- 
linquency before. 

The G rat id Secretary reports trouble about getting 
in the returns from Subordinate Chapters. 

Three charters granted, 

Lv Ljiws were amended so that the superior officer 
present, or in the absence of all officers, the proxy of the 
suiier I or officer, is entitled to mileage and per diem. 

The Grand Lodge of Mark Master Masons of New 
South Wales was congratulated on its formation and 
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recognition by the Grand Lodge of Mark Masons of 
England and Wales, but the interchange of Representa- 
tives was declined. 

Committee on Grievances was without work. 

The Masonic Home trustees made a complete finan- 
cial report, which shows a healthy condition. Five hun- 
dred dollars was voted to the institution. 

Springfield was selected as the place of meeting 
for the next Annual. 

A Past Grand High Priest having lost his presenta- 
tion jewel’ through burglars, who broke into his house, 
the Grand Chapter ordered a duplicate to be made and 
presented to him. 

Notwithstanding a majority report against a By- 
Law of a Subordinate Chapter, authorizing a life mem- 
bership after payment of twenty-five years of dues, the 
Grand Chapter decided in favor of it. 

A resolution was adopted requesting each Past 
Grand High Priest to furnish the Grand Secretary with 
a photograph, imperial cabinet size, of himself, and that 
the Grand Secretary procure a suitable album in which 
to preserve them and deposit it in the library of the 
Ohio Masonic Home. 

Again there is one of those excellent Correspondence 
Reports by Companion S. Stacker Williams. It covers 
151 pages and contains much valuable information, and 
as an introduction continues his previous remarks in 
the Royal Arch Degree, giving some of its history, from 
its first appearance in this country to the organization 
of Chapters and Grand Chapters.

June 14 and 15; 517th Annual; 2 0 Chapters on roll ; 
23 Chapters represented; 65 exaltations; 1,258 members; 
32 decrease. 

The Grand High Priest attributes the decrease in 
exaltation possibly to hard times, but more particularly 
to a heated political campaign. 
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He made a number of decisions which will be 
found in the digest. 

He recommended that the Proceedings be adorned 
with a photo engraving of the retiring Grand High Priest 
and one annually of the Past Grand High Priests, to- 
gether with short biographical histories of each. This 
was adopted by the Grand Chapter, and consequently 
the volume contains those of Grand High Priest John 
H. Irvine and Past Grand High Priests John McCracken, 
1SG1-1863, and James H. Bayley, 18GS-1S7G. This is a 
very pleasant custom, and a nice way of honoring those 
who have presided in the East. 

lie calls attention to a letter from the Grand Lec- 
turer, denouncing I lie publishers of so-called rituals and 
their import unities to introduce them as well as to get 
them corrected by companions through the mails. 

A special committee of three was appointed to ex- 
amine and suggest changes in the General Grand Chap- 
ter ritual and report at the next Annual. Thus the tin- 
kering goes on. In the meantime High Priests are re- 
quired to give to the brethren receiving the Capitular 
Degrees the historical and descriptive lectures complete, 
as found in Sickles’ or Shevillers monitors. This latter 
is a plan we found necessary, as the dialogue lectures 
provided by the General Grand Chapter were deemed in- 
appropriate. In the work we made no change further 
than to add in the proper place an explanation of the 
mystic characters and the mode of deciphering the char- 
acters on the Ark. 

A fine and instructive Report on Correspondence 
from the pen of Companion J. M. Hudson gives news from 
forty-three jurisdictions. Colorado comes in for court- 
eous comment, and he terms us “a bright and enterpris- 
ing jurisdiction,” Though in general agreeing with your 
correspondent, he states several points of disagreement, 
but not being very important matters and being limited 
to space we must refrain from replying at this time. 

He opens his report thus: 

“In the field from wliich the following report is culled the 
spirit of true fraternity prevails. No hitter contentions exist: 
not even ‘burning questions' to discuss.” 

Commenting under Xew York, on what was said 
relative to tin? limit set on Colorado's report, he says: 
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“Right here we note that the Grand Chapter of New York 
limited Brother Gardner to the same bounds at this session, and 
our curiosity Is more than aroused to know what course he will 
take. We notice that such resolutions are always introduced by 
some one who never wrote a report and probably never read any, 
which accounts for their narrowness. As a proposition it is about 
as absurd to attempt to coufine the “Father of Waters” to the 
space of tlie average mill-race. We fully believe that to the 
general high character and intelligence of these reports more than 
to any other one thing the standing and influence of Masonry 
ran be traced, and notwithstanding the variety of opinions found 
in them, their liberal discussions have done more to bring about 
uniform laws and usage and to make a s truly one iu aim than any 
other influence, and to them we most look for a continuance of 
the good work.”

Proceedings. 

Quarterlies, March 5, June 4, September 3 and De- 
cember 3. 

At these Com niunicn lions there were represented 
respectively, fifty, thirty-eight, forty-six and ninety-six 
Chapters. 

The several degrees were exemplified and business 
transacted. The assets show $20,000, invested in 4 per 
cent. Masonic loan. 

The new Constitution was adopted as reported by 
the committee, to go into effect June 24, 1897. 

In the Annual Report of the Grand High Priest is 

this: 

“Peace and harmony reign. both within and without our 
jurisdictional lines, and with the anticipated improved business 
conditions and the growing interest manifested in tlie work and 
teaching of the Capitular Degrees, the incoming year bids fair 
to excel any that has preceded it.” 

He obtained much information from District Dep- 
uties by means of blanks furnished them. 
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He speaks of the utility of the Representative sys- 
tem and evidently believes in wliat lie says: “There surely 
can be no harm come from it.” 

On duties and powers of the High Priest, he cor- 
rectly says: 

“The Grand High Priest has not the power to set aside a 
constitutional law, nor the power of setting aside the By-Laws 
of a Subordinate Chapter. As an obligated executive officer, 
his is the duty to see that they are not evaded or set aside: that 
they are obeyed.” 

» 

He declined to grant permission to a Chapter to act 
upon a petition not. received at a stated meeting one 
month nr I or. 

He refused to grant a dispensation to elect a Sec- 
retary, a companion having been duly elected and in- 
stalled and residing in the jurisdiction, but temporarily 
prevented from serving, owing to illness. 

At the conclusion of the report, the Grand High 
Priest elect was installed and addressed tjie Grand Chap- 
ter. Among other things, he said: 

“To my nilml there is nothing more beautiful and instruc- 
tive than ttie lessons taught iu Free Masonry from the Kutered 
Apprentice to the Royal Arch Degree, and if given in a proper 
manner can not fall to make an Impression upon those receiving 
them.” 

Also the following advice: 

“I want to impress upon the minds of the members of 
every Chapter that it is their duty to select to flit the several 
offices iu their Chapter only such companions as are competent 
and willing to perform the duties required of them.” 

In the body of Ihe Proceedings, we iiml a portrait 
of Grand High Priest George E. Wagner, 1876. 

The Correspondence Report, ns usual, is a joint 
piece of work. One of the original members of the com- 
mittee, Companion John P. Clark, died during the year, 
with his allotted task only partially done, and the Grand 
High Priest appointed to fill the vacancy Companion 
James H. Codding, whom we welcome to the round table. 
Companion Clark had served with ability on this com- 
mittee since 1802, and no doubt he will be greatly missed. 

According to custom, the Proceedings of Colorado 
were allotted to Companion Matthias H. Henderson, 
who, in his usual fraternal way, condenses our proceed- 
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ings. In our Grand Scribe, Companion Marshall R. Dean, 
he recognizes a former Pennsylvanian and member of his 
Chapter, and of him says: 

“It is pleasant to meet old friends in prosperity, and we 
congratulate our companion on Ids advancement, which we do

In attendance as visitors were the Grand High

Chapter, who received a cordial welcome, and responded 
with interesting remarks. 

The Grand High Priest’s address shows a faithful 
discharge of his duties. Among other matters, he calls 
attention to the neglect of recording marks, and also to 
the? approach of the centennial of the Grand Chapter. 
He reports the ranks of the Grand Chapter as unbroken. 

IJe refused to grant a dispensation to receive and 
ballot on a petition in less than the constitutional time. 

He visited every Chapter with satisfactory results, 
and, we are glad to report, expressed the hope that the 
next Triennial of the General Grand Chapter would have 
a Representative from Kliody. 

The Deputy Grand High Priest. King and Scribe 
also made reports o‘‘ the visits they had made.

tion.

SOUTH DAKOTA, 1897. 

June 10; 8th Annual; 27 Chapters on roll; 20 Chap- 
ters represented; 70 exaltations; 1,441 members; 1G in- 
crease. 

Three port raits are found in this volume, that of the 
Grand High Priest, 31. E. Companion George V. Ayres, 
and those of Past Grand High Priest John Davidson, 
of Dakota Territory, before the division, and of Past 
Grand nigh Priest H. S. Williams, the first Grand High 
Priest of North Dakota. 

The address relates principally to business matters, 
but shows duties efficiently performed. He says: 

“To-day we meet on familiar and, in the annals of our 
Order, historic ground. In this hall eight years ago, the pre- 
liminary steps were taken for dividing the old Grand Chapter 
of Dakota and forming out of it the Grand Chapters of North 
and South Dakota, both of which have prospered and become 
bright jewels in the diadem of the General Grand Chapter of 
the United States.” 

Relative to a matter of invasion of territory by a 
subordinate of the Grand Chapter of Nebraska/ which 
was referred to the Grand High Priest at the last Annual, 
he reported that he had taken up the matter with the 
Grand High Priest of that jurisdiction, from whom he 
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received most courteous treatment, but since the Grand 
Chapter of Nebraska had acted and no new complaint 
arisen, it, was taken out of their hands. The Committee 
on Jurisprudence, to whom that portion of the address 
was referred, however, disagreed with the action of the 
Grand Chapter of Nebraska, and stated their views. 
Nothing further, however, was done in the matter, and 
apparently, with the expression of views, the incident 
will be closed. 

Dispensation for the organization of one Chapter 
was granted by him, and by the subsequent action of the 
Grand Chapter another subordinate is added to its rolls. 

All requests for special dispensation to receive and 
ballot on petitions without waiting the required time 
were refused. 

His only decision, that “A companion can not be 
deprived of his membership without due notice from 
his Chapter and regular trial,” was not approved. The 
Committee on Jurisprudence maintaining, in accordance 
with their report made in 1S92, that membership in a 
Chapter is dependent upon membership in good standing 
in the Lodge. 

Sioux Falls was the place selected to hold the Ninth 
Annual. 

The Grand Secretary is instructed to close his books 
on the 20t li day of May each year, and any Chapter 
failing to have its report at his office by that day shall 
not be entitled to. representation at the following Con- 
vocation of the Grand Chapter. 

The Committee on Ritual had nothing to report 

Companion L. G. Levoy presented another of his 
complete reports, rather briefer than usual, forty-three 
Grand Jurisdictions being condensed into ninety-two 
pages. 

We entirely agree with this from his opening: 

“The writer holds that dues are debts just as milch as 
those the individual Incurs with his butcher and baker, and he 
is under a moral obligation to discharge same. We stated in a 
former report that a neglect or refusal to pay dues when able 
was a violation of the obligation; this has been dissented from; 
we still continue in that belief, for an applicant makes a solemn 
pledge to keep sacred and inviolate the mysteries of the Order 
and that he will comply with all its requirements, etc., and 
among the requirements is the one of paying dues for the main- 
tenance of the body in question. Dues are usually a small 
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matter If promptly paid each year, but becomes quite a burden 
If allowed to remain unpaid for a few years, when the demand 
for ini mediate payment may be hard to comply with. We hold 
that a body knowing that a^ member is so circumstanced ns to 
be unable to meet his yearly obligation, ouglit to, on the facts 
being made known, railed the same, but it is usually the case 
that the member that can, hut will not pay Is the delinquent, 
as a glance at the record in your individual bodies will show; 
to those members we would say, an honest man will not re- 
pudiate or neglect to pay that which he has voluntarily as- 
sumed, and is as much a debt as those you incur and are under 
a moral obligation to pay for your daily sustenance. Honesty 
is the best policy, pay your dues to the fraternity and pay them 
prompt!)', your connection with the order will lie made more 
pleasant thereby, and you will have the satisfaction of feeling 
that you have done and are doing your duty (In this particular) 
to the institution that has honored you in permitting your en- 
rollment therein as a member and entitled to all its rights and 
privileges.”

97 Chapters represented; 541 exaltations; 6,205 mem- 
bers; 107 increase. 

In the list of ollicers present, the deep black line 
is substituted for the name of the Senior Grand Steward, 
an officer unknown to our Grand Chapter, but in this 
following in rank the Grand Master of the First Veil, 
flis loss and that of other worthy craftsmen are men- 
tioned in the Grand High Priest’s address. 

Under his supervision, five new Chapters, to which 
charters had been granted, were constituted. 

Three Chapters had their charters restored, and six 
Chapters were revived. 

He made a number of decisions, but these being 
mostly local in their application, need no further com- 
ment. 

The Grand High Priest and Grand. Visitors made 
reports, which show Royal Arch Masonry to be in a 
healthy condition. 

Two charters granted. 
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A lengthy obituary report, by Companion J. C- 
Kidd, is devoted to the memory of tlie departed, and 
ends: 

“Companions, with us it is yet ‘to-day/ and may we so 
use it that when our ‘to-morrow* cometb, whether here or beyond 
the veil where angel hands stand always teady to throw open 
the golden gate, it may be much ‘more abundant/ and those 
left to mourn our passing through may, taught by our example, 
say, ‘How blest tiie righteous when he dies/ ” 

A resolution, to elect a Committee on Work, to con- 
sist of two members, for a term of live years each, a 
change of one member to be made annually, the Mrst 
five being elected for one, two, three, four and five years, 
respectively, was adopted. 

The Grand Orator made an interesting and instruc- 
tive address. 

The Committee on Jurisprudence introduced tlie fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were adopted: 

“No. 3. Resolved, That any one having received the Mark. 
Past and Most Excellent Masters Degrees, or either of them, in 
a Chapter under another jurisdiction, desiring to receive the re- 
maining degrees as conferred in our Chapters, shall be required 
to obtain a certificate from bis Chapter as to the degree or 
degrees taken, and such waiver of jurisdiction ns Is recognized 
in the jurisdiction from which lie comes, and to make applica- 
tion for tlie remaining degrees and membership in a Chapter 
in tills jurisdiction, said application to take the usual course. 

“No. 2. Resol ved, That If any Mark Master who receives 
the degree after the adoption of this resolution, fails to ‘choose 
a Mark/ and furnish the same to Ids Chapter within twelve 
months from the date of ‘marking/ lie shall lie deemed guilty 
of a Masonic offense, and may be proceeded against by his 
Chapter in the same manner as now provided for trials for 
Masonic offenses. 

“No. 8. Resolved, That any one a Mark Master at the 
date of the adoption of this resolution who lias not heretofore 
chosen a Mark, and shall fail to do so within twelve months 
after the adoption of this resolution, may be proceeded against 
as in cases provided for in resolution No. 2. 

“No. *1. Resolved, That tlie Secretaries of nil Chapters be 
instructed to notify ail members of their Chapters, who- have 
not chosen a Mark, of these resolutions." 

An appropriation of §100 w‘as made to reimburse 
the Grand High Priest for his expenses. 

Eighty-eight pages of a report, by Companion John 
T. Terrell, comprises the Correspondence Report, in 
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which forty-seven jurisdictions are reviewed. To Colo- 
rado he gives a neat and fraternal notice.

Chapters represented; 154 exalted; 2,783 members; 63 
increase. 

To begin with, we find the portrait of M. E. Compan- 
ion D.N. Nicholson, the Grand High Priest, whose address 
covers thirty-one pages of the Proceedings, seven pages 
of which enumerates the dead at home, and four those 
of other jurisdictions. He devotes four pages to the mat- 
ter of ritual, and recommends a fixed annual salary of 
§50 for the Grand Lecturer, so as to meet his incidental 
expenses. Ho also recommends the adoption of titles of 
the officers according to the regulation of the General 
Grand Chapter. 

He made numerous decisions, which will be found 
in our digest. 

The Grand Lecturer made report on his doings. 
One hundred dollars was appropriated for the expenses 
of the Grand Officers to attend the General Grand 
Chapter at Haltimore. 

Five District Deputies made reports of their visita- 
tions and the condition in which they found the Chapters 
under their charge. 

The Proceedings also contain the Fourth Annual 
Convocation of the District Deputy High Priests, which 
appears to he a school of instruction. It was addressed 
bv the Grand Lecturer and also by the Grand High 
Priest. 

The Report on Correspondence is by M. E. Marsh O. 
Perkins. It is a concise recital of the occurrences in 
forty-four Grand Jurisdictions, with well-selected ex- 
tracts. Tt covers 102 pages and makes friendly comment 
regarding Royal Arch Masonry in this state. He is a 
strong advocate of dependent membership.

Of the Masonic Home he said: 

“It 1ms been my pleasure during the year to see something 
of the little orphans from the ‘Home.’ No Mason can meet 
these little ones without being deeply impressed with this noble 
charity, I heartily endorse the recommendation of my prede- 
cessor that the Grand Chapter take action looking to the es- 
tablishment of some distinctive feature bearing its name.” 

The Committee on Finance report the property of 
Grand Chapter as 200 shares Masonic Temple Associa- 
tion, and §600 Richmond City 6 per cent, bonds. 

An invitation to hold next Annual at Petersburg 
was accepted. 

A Deputy Grand Treasurer and Deputy Grand 
Secretary were appointed by those officers. 

A committee was appointed to codify the laws. 
Pocahontas Chapter was declared extinct. Nine District 
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Deputy Grand Lecturers made reports of their work and 
the condition of the Craft. Dove Chapter U. D. was 
granted a charter. 

The report of the Special Committee on Masonic 
Home, as follows, was adopted: 

“Your committee recommend that the suggestion of the 
M. E. Grand High Priest in regard to the Masonic Home he 
carried out, and that any surplus remaining in the hands of 
the Grand Treasurer, after paying all other appropriations 
ordered by the Grand Chapter, and the salaries of the Grand 
Officers, bo paid to the Board of Governors, not exceeding $300.” 

A. Nesbitt, Past High Priest, 
undertook for the first time the duty of reviewing, and 
in forty-three pages gives an excellent condensation of 
the doings of forty-five jurisdictions.

A portrait of the Grand High Priest, M. E Compan- 
ion Edward R. llare, appears on the first page, whose ad- 
dress shows an able and efficient conduct of affairs. Both 
home and foreign relations lie states to be harmonious. 
We notice that this jurisdiction grants dispensations for 
the use of a substitute; and perhaps this is better than 
allowing their indiscriminate use. The Grand High 
Priest is opposed to the Grand Representative system; 
considers it can never do good, and may do harm, and 
that the cost could be dispensed with. As far a s our 
knowledge of the system goes, we never saw any cost at- 
tached to it, further than two cents for postage and a 
live-eent diploma, which will hardly ruin or hurt any 
Grand Body. As to there being danger of harm arising 
from it, we do not know that in the many years of its 
existence an instance 1ms yet been known, whereas, there 
certainly are instances where good has arisen from it. 

No decisions needed. 
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The Jurisprudence Committee, following the recom- 
mendation of the Grand High Priest, advised the elimina- 
tion of one tie of the O. B. 

Grand Secretary’s salary, §300. 

A resolution requiring the selection and recording 
of marks before exaltation was adopted. 

Also, the Constitution was amended so that Past 
High Priests affiliating from other jurisdictions become 
members of the Grand Chapter. 

The By-Laws were also amended, so as to provide 
for the suspension of members iu arrears of dues. The 
By-Laws were also amended so that only the High Priest, 
King, Scribe, Treasurer and Secretary in Subordinate 
Chapters are to be elected, and all other officers ap- 
pointed. 

The question of ritual and the adoption of that of the 
General Grand Chapter was again postponed. 

Tacoma was selected as the next place of meeting. 
A special committee was appointed to prepare an install- 
ation ceremony, to report at the next Annual. 

The Grand Orator delivered an amusing address in 
verse. 

The Grand Secretary, Companion Yancey C. Bla- 
lock, is the author of the Correspondence Report, in 
which he reviewed forty-one Grand Chapters, Colorado 
falling in for a fair share of space.

He makes a good business address, rec- 
ommends suitable pages to be set apart In the Proceed- 
ings to the memory of the deceased. Granted three dis- 
pensations to receive and ballot in less than the regular 
time, and one to twenty-eight companions to form a Chap- 
ter. As a rule he found it easy to answer questions by 
reference to the Constitution and By-Laws, but a few 
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questions were considered of sufficient importance to pre- 
sent to the Grand Chapter. 

He declined to nominate Grand Representatives, 
owing to the action of the Grand Chapter at its last Con- 
vocation, and the Grand Chapter approved his position. 

The acting Grand Orator made an extemporaneous 
address on Capitular Masonry, and was requested to 
furnish a copy for publication, which, however, he does 
not appear to have done. 

One Chapter received a charter. 

The voting sign of a Royal Arch Mason in the juris- 
diction was ordered to he “the uplifted left hand.” 

A resolution to adopt the ritual of the General 
Grand Chapter was introduced and referred to the Juris- 
prudence Committee, who considered it a matter of im-

Why not at once 
adopt the General Grand Chapter Ritual, as proposed in 
the resolution, and do away with a patch-work ritual, 
composed of Black Hawk Braves, Grand Lodge, and Gen- 
eral Grand Chapter work? A crazy quilt will never he 
satisfactory. 

Tacoma is selected as the place of meeting for the 
Fifteenth Annual ; where the Fourteenth is to he held, or 
why it is to he skipped, is not explained. 

Again there is an excellent Correspondence Report, 
by Companion Yancey C. Blalock, concluding with a sta- 
tistical table of proceedings reviewed.

Fifty dollars was appropriated for the relief of two 
widows, and placed in the hands of the Grand Secretary 
for distribution as needed.

OF THE JURISDICTIONS REVIEWED. 


AFFILIATION. 

An unaflll in tori Master Mason holding a dhnlt from both 
Chapter and Lodge may elect ns to the body with which he 
will first deposit his dimit with an application for affiliation.— 
District of Columbia, 1806. 

Non-affiliation with a Chapter of Royal Arch Masons dis- 
qualifies a Past High Priest from installing Chapter officers. — 
Illinois, 1890. 

There is nothing in the law of either the Grand Chapter 
or the General Grand Chapter that compels a companion to re- 
tain his membership in the Blue Lodge.— North Carolina, 1897. 

When- a member of the Grand Chapter censes to be a 
subscribing member of a private Chapter, he tins no right to 
sit or vote in Grand Chapter, hut if he becomes a subscribing 
member of a private Chapter within twelve months lie shall 
then regain his right to sit and vote in Grnud Chapter.— New 
South Wales, 1890. 


BALLOT. 

Ballots for election of officers must he In writing and 
counted by the tellers so appointed by the presiding officer, and 
no one lias a right to vote after the ballot is closed and counted. 
The High Priest lias no more right in these premises than 
any one else. —Georgia, 1897. 

CHARTER. 

It is lawful to open and transact the business of a Chapter 
in the absence of the written charter.— Illinois, 1890. 

CONSTITUTIONAL NUMBER. 

A quorum of a Chapter to confer degrees is nine Royal 
Arch Masons, but for the transaction of business nine members 
of the Chapter must be present, of whom the Tiler may count 
as one. Whether one or more official chairs are vacant is im- 
material, so the ritual is properly communicated.— Illinois, IS9C. 

DISPENSATION. 

The Grand High Priest has no authority, in advance of 
the night fixed by the By-Laws of the Chapter for the election 
of Its officers, to grant a dispensation to set aside such By-Law 
and allow the election to take place at any other time.— Ohio, 
1896. 
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ELECTION’. 

A Chapter neglecting to hold its annual election can allow 
its officers to hold over, and they arc competent to exercise the 
privilege and transact the business of the Chapter.— Nebraska, 
1896. 

HONORARY MEMBERS. 

A Chapter can not make nor retain as an honorary mem- 
ber a non-affiliate.— Kentucky, 1896. 

Honorary members are exempt from Grand Chapter dues. 
—Kentucky, 1800. 

Honorary members should not be reported as members — 
Kentucky, 1890. 

INSTALLATION. 

A High Priest has the right to install any subordinate 
officer of his Chapter at any regular Cpnvocation subsequent to 
his own installment— Oregon, 1897. 

A reelected High Priest must be installed by a Present 
or Past High Priest.— Oregon, 1897. 

JURISDICTION. 

A candidate marked in one Chapter and removing out of 
its jurisdiction, should present petition in new jurisdiction, and 
then after waiver by the first Chapter the new jurisdiction could 
accept and confer the remaining degrees. The practice of one 
Chapter’s working for another does not exist in this jurisdic- 
tion.— Maine, 1896. 

The election of a candidate is void if lie fails to come 
forward within six months, and on gaining Masonic residence 
in another jurisdiction becomes their material. With a rejected 
candidate It Is different; the jurisdiction is with the Chapter 
rejecting him.— Mississippi, 1897. 

A candidate must reside in the. state one year before he 
can petition for the degrees— New York, 1897. 

The petition of a candidate who though his occupation is 
away from his home at nights, can not be received by the 
Chapter at a place where he is several nights each month; he 
must petition in the jurisdiction of his legal residence. There 
is no way in which a Chapter can appropriate the material of 
another Chapter upon grounds of convenience to the candidate.— 
Mississippi, 1807. 

A Chapter can not re-vote the amount paid for the de- 
grees to a candidate after he has received the degrees.— Nova 
Scotia, 1896. 

A Chapter holds perpetual jurisdiction over rejected ma- 
terial. — Oregon, 1897. 

A companion in good standing in a Lodge of Free Masons 
may present Ids petition for membership accompanied by a law- 
ful dimlt, to any Royal Arch Chapter in the jurisdiction under 
the same rules as a petition for the degrees.— Vermont, 1897. 
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A brother who has received one or more degrees in an- 
other Chapter nmy have the remaining degree conferred in any 
other Chapter if petition is accompanied by the written con- 
sent and request under seal of the Chapter that conferred the 
first degree, provided the petition takes the regular course.— 
Vermont, 1S97. 

It is not competent for a Chapter to confer the degree of 
Past Master upon any one who has not received the degree of 
Mark Master. Nor can a Chapter, under any circumstances, 
confer the degree of Past Master upon a Master-elect of a sym- 
bolic Lodge ns a preparatory condition to his entering upon the 
discharge of ids duties as Master of a Lodge.— Vermont, 1897. 

MARKS. 

Any companion of a Subordinate Chapter who has not 
recorded his Mark should do so in the Chapter book of marks, 
whether exalted in this state or some other jurisdiction, and 
when a companion joins by affiliation, though his Mark is re- 
corded in his former Chapter, no confusion wifi occur by again 
recording it.— Minnesota, 1896. 

It is imperative for a Royal Arch Mason to have his Mark 
recorded in the Chapter in which he was made a Mark Master 
only— Oregon, 3897. 


MEMBERSHIP. 

No Chapter shall confer any degree, or admit to member- 
ship, until the prescribed fee shall have been paid to the proper 
officer, nor shall any written or verbal promise to pay the 
same be received in lieu thereof, nor shall any portion of the 
fee be remitted either directly or indirectly.— Illinois, 3890. 

A Royal Arch Mason can not be a member of any two 
Chapters at the same time.— Kentucky, 1896. 

A member can hold his membership in the Chapter though 
he be dimlttcd from the Lodge.— Washington, 1897. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Mark Master, Past Master and Most Excellent Mas- 
ter Degrees can be conferred at the same Convocation.— New 
York, 1897. 

A companion not a Past Master of a regular Lodge is 
eligible for the ofitce of King or Scribe when Past Masters of 
regular Lodges are obtainable in the Chapter for such offices — 
Nova Scotia, 1897. 

The failure for thirteen years of a Chapter to claim fees 
for infringement of jurisdiction, Masonically outlaws it.— Ohio, 
1896. 

A Chapter as such lias no authority to confer the Past 
Master’s Degree upon the Master-elect of a Lodge unless he 
has previously received the Mark Master’s Degree In some reg- 
ularly constituted Lodge of Mark Masters.— Ohio, 3800. 
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A Chapter should not have joint occupation of a hall or 
rooniH connected therewith with any society not Masonic.— Ohio, 
1800. 

In the absence of the High Priest, the King or Scribe 
present cun open the Chapter and call a companion from the 
floor to do the work, or in absence of all three the Junior Past 
High Priest present can open* the Chapter and do both the 
business a ml the work.— Oregon, 1807. 

A Royal Arch Chapter must be opened and closed at each 
special and regular Convocation; it can not be called to re- 
freshment from one convocation to another.— Vermont, 1807. 

AH correspondence with the General Grand Chapter or 
other Grand Jurisdiction should be conducted through the Grand 
High Priest or by order of the Grand Chapter when in Annual 
Convocation assembled.— Vermont, 1807. 

A foreign companion, not in possession of all the degrees as 
practiced in the United States, can not visit a Chapter. Healing 
a companion of a foreign jurisdiction does not confer on him 
membership In a dependent Lodge, nor affiliate him with the 
Chapter.— Vermont, 1S07. 

It is improper and unlawful for any Chapter to use cere- 
monies in the Past Master’s Degree which have been eliminated 
by the General Grand Chapter.— Vermont, 1S07. 

Dropping from the roll for non-payment of dues in the 
Lodge does not affect a Companion’s standing in his Chapter.— 
Washington, 1897. 


OBJECTION. 

An objection to advancement made to the High Priest or 
Chapter holds good until removed.— Nehraskn, 1890. 

Written objections to the advancement of a brother to any 
of the Chapter degrees becomes inoperative during the time of 
the suspension of the companion who tiled the objections, 
whether such suspension is due to non-payment of dues or any 
other cause.— Ohio, 1890. 

Objection to advancement can be made at any time prior 
to the conferring of the Mark Master Degree. The objection 
must be considered sacred and can only be made known by the 
companion’s voluntary disclosure— Vermont, 1897. 

OFFICERS. 

Companions elected to office in Grand Chapter who have 
not paid fees of office and obtained their diplomns are not en- 
titled to past rank- New South Wales, 1896. 

The officers of a Chapter must be members of the Chapter 
except the Tiler, tvho must be a member of some Chapter ip 
this jurisdiction— Washington. 1897. 
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PETITIONS, 

A petition can not be received and acted upon at a' reg- 
ular Convocation when only seven of the nine present are mem- 
bers of the Chapter.— Nebraska, 189G. 

No jurisdictional requirements, attach to a petition for 
affiliation with a Chapter.— Illinois, 1896. 

QUALIFICATIONS. 

One who is so maimed and deformed that he can not 
properly give the signs or grip, and if occasion requires can not 
tench or he taught, can not conform literally to all the require- 
ments of the several degrees and therefore cau not he accepted. 
—Georgia, 1897. 

A Master Mason, one of whose limbs 1ms been partly 
amputated and who uses an artificial limb perfectly, is not dis- 
qualified to petition and receive the Chapter degrees.— O Ido, 1896. 

The fact that a Master Mason has not passed an examina- 
tion in the Master Mason's lecture in open Lodge does not dis- 
qualify him from petitioning a Chapter to receive the Mark 
Degree.— Ohio, 1S96. 


REJECTION. 

A candidate rejected by a Chapter cau after six months 
petition another Chapter for the degrees, providing the Chapter 
holding Jurisdiction gives its consent.— New York, 1897. 

RESIGNATION. 

An officer having accepted and been installed in Ids office, 
can not resign during the period for which he was elected.— 
Georgia, 1897. 


RESTORATION. 

A companion suspended for non-payment of dues can not 
he restored to membership and made a life member without the 
payment of the amount of dues owing at the time of suspen- 
sion and the life membership fee called for by its By-Laws. No 
part of dues owing and paid l>y a suspended member can be 
applied to the payment of a life membership fee.— Pennsylvania, 
1896. 

Restoration to membership of a suspended Royal Arch 
Mason, either in his Chapter or Lodge of Mark Master Masons, 
does not restore the official relations that may have existed in 
either body at the time of suspension; office can only be again 
acquired either by election or appointment.— Pennsylvania, 1896. 

Reinstatement; in the Symbolic Lodge acts as a reinstate- 
ment In the Chapter, and if no charges are pending when dimit 
is applied for, ami tendering full amount of indebtedness, the 
companion is entitled to his dimit.— Kansas, 1897. 
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SUBSTITUTES. 

Substitutes in conferring the Royal Arch Degree are per- 
missible.— Oregon, 1897. 


SUSPENSION. 

No sentence of suspension can be imposed on any com- 
panion Royal Arch Mason until after due trial, except after 
being suspended or expelled by a Symbolic Lodge.— Vermont, 
1897. 

A two-thirds vote of all members present Is necessary to 
suspend for uon-payment of dues. A trial should take place at 
a regular Convocation.— Vermont, 1897. 

A companion Royal Arch Mason belonging to a Royal 
Arch Chapter iu the state, who has been suspended or expelled 
from a Symbolic Lodge, loses his membership In said Chapter, 
and should he declared suspended or expelled from the Chapter 
on authentic information of the same.— Vermont, 1897. 

VACANCIES. 

In all eases of appointments in Subordinate Chapters the 
Council may 1111 vacancies at any time and install the officer or 
officers so appointed, if the By-Laws of their Chapter do not 
conflict.— Vermont, 1897. 
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Conclusion. 


Again we have perused with pleasure to ourself 
specimens from the quarries of sister jurisdictions, ex- 
cepting only Florida, Indian Territory, Michigan and 
South Carolina, from whom we have not heard. There 
does not appear any new points at issue. The old sub- 
jects remain unsettled, though discussed and rediscussed 
year after year; but, like the continual falling of the drop 
which wears away the stone, the interchange of opinion 
is gradually and surely wearing away the rough edges 
of disagreement in most cases, and the Craft is corres- 
pondingly benefited. 

Congratulating the Craft on the peace and harmony 
that exists throughout the Capitular world, and with 
fraternal good wishes, this report is now submitted.

RULES OF ORDER 


1. The Grand High Priest shall take the elmir every 
day during the sessions of the Grand Chapter promptly 
at the time to which the Grand Chapter shall have been 
called off. 

2. During business, all members are required to re- 
main in attendance and observe strict order and decorum, 
and no member shall leave the hall or absent himself 
from the service of the Grand Chapter without permis- 
sion. 

3. No member shall be permitted to speak more than 
twice upon the same subject without special permission 
from the Grand Chapter. If any member is twice called 
to order at a Convocation and is guilty of a third offense 
of the same nature, he shall be subject to discipline and 
punishment in such manner as the Grand Chapter may 
decide. 

4. When a question is put, it shall be the duty of 
every member present to vote, unless for good cause 
the Grand Chapter shall excuse him. 

5. Every resolution shall be reduced to writing and 
signed by the mover. 

G. All reports by committees shall be made in writ- 
ing and signed by at least a majority of the members 
thereof. 

7. No committee shall sit during the sessions of the 
Grand Chapter without special permission. 

8. All questions, except amendments to the Consti- 
tution and By-Laws, shall be decided by a majority vote. 

9. The Journal shall be read and approved before 
the final close of the Grand Annual Convocation. 



CONSTITUTION. 


TITLE* 

1. This Grand Chapter shall bo known and desig- 
nator! as the Most Excellent Grand Koval Arcli Chapter 
of Colorado* Its jurisdiction shall be ro-cxtensive with 
t he limits of the Slate of Colorado, and shall be under 
the jurisdiction of the General Grand Chapter’ of the 
United States of America* 

2* The officers and members ol' this Grand Chapter, 
mid their rank and title, shall be as follows; 

Most Excellent Grand High Priest, 

Right Excellent Deputy Grand High Priest, 

Right Excellent Grand King* 

Right Excellent Grand Scribe. 

Right Excellent Grand Treasurer. 

Right Excellent Grand Secretary, 

Excellent Grand Chaplain. 

Excellent Grand Captain of the Host, 

Excellent Grand Principal Sojourner. 

Excellent Grand It* A, Captain, 

Three Grand Blasters of the Veils. 

Grand Sentinel. 

Past Grand High Priests* 

Past Deputy Grand High Priests. 

Past Grand Kings. 

Past Grand Scribes* 

And High Priests, Kings and Scribes (for the time 
being) of the Subordinate Chapters under the jurisdic- 
tion of tliis Grand Chapter, or their duly constituted 
proxies. 

ft. The Annual Convocations of this Grand Chapter 
shall be held in Denver, on Thursday after the third 
Tuesday in September of each year. Tin* hour of meet- 
ing shall be 10 o'clock a. in. 

4. The representatives of at least three chartered 
Chapters under the jurisdiction of this Grand Chapter 
will be necessary to constitute a quorum, and the Grand 
Chapter shall not be opened until such number is 
present. 
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5. This Grand Chapter shall have the exclusive con- 
trol and government of all the Royal Arch Chapters 
within the limits of the State of Colorado. It shall have 
the power to enact such laws and regulations as may be 
necessary for the government of the Craft, and to change 
the same when occasion may require. To establish and 
require a uniformity of work and lectures. To issue char- 
ters for new Chapters of Royal Arch Masons with the 
right to open and hold Lodges of Mark, Past and Most 
Excellent Masters; also to revoke, suspend or annul the 
same as the emergency of the case may require. 

6. The Grand High Priest, Deputy Grand High 
Priest, Grand King, Grand Scribe, Grand Treasurer and 
Grand Secretary shall be elected by ballot at each 
Annual Convocation of the Grand Chapter, from among 
the Companions who are constitutionally eligible 
thereto. A majority of all votes cast will be necessary to 
elect. All other officers shall be appointed bv the Grand 
Council. 

7. No companion shall be eligible to election in the 
Grand Council who has not been elected, installed and 
presided over a regular Royal Arch Chapter. 

8. All officers of the Grand Chapter, elected and 
appointed, shall be installed annually, and shall perform 
their respective duties until their successors in office are 
duly elected and installed. No officer shall be installed 
by proxy. 

GRAND HIGH PRIEST. 

9. The Grand High Priest shall have and enjoy the 
rights and prerogatives conferred by the Constitution, . 
usages and customs of the Craft. 

10. He may convene the Grand Chapter in emergent 
Convocation at any time when occasion may require it. 

11. He may convene any subordinate Chapter in this 
jurisdiction, preside therein, inspect its work and pro- 
ceedings, and require a strict conformity to the estab- 
lished customs and laws of the Craft. 

12. For good cause, he may suspend the functions of 
any subordinate Chapter or officer thereof, until the next 
Annual Convocation of the Grand Chapter. 
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13. The granting or rejecting of all petitions for dis- 
pensations of an y kind shall be solely within his province. 
He has the command of all other Gram! O dicers touching 
their official duties, and may claim their assistance at 
anytime on matters pertaining to the Craft, 

14. In case of his death or inability to act, the 
powers and duties of his station shall, for the time being, 
devolve upon 11m Deputy Grand High Priest, Grand 
King and Grand Scribe in the order herein named, 

GRAND TREASURER. , 

15. The Grand Treasurer shall have charge of all 
funds and securities belonging to the Grand Chapter, It 
shall he his duty to attend all Convocations of the Grand 
Chapter- He shall report at each Annual Convocation 
(or when requested (o do so by the Grand High Priest) 
the condition of the finances. He shall pay all warrants 
drawn on him ordered by the Grand Chapter and signed 
by the Grand Secretary, which warrants he shall cancel 
when paid. He shall keep all funds of the Grand Chapter 
in some secure bank, and in the name of the Grand 
Treasurer of (he Grand Iioyal Arch Chapter of Colorado* 
With his Annual Report he shall present vouchers for all 
money paid out during the year, and for the balance on 
hand a certificate of deposit, or certified check covering 
the amount. He shall furnish bonds, with sufficient 
sureties, in the sum of 35.00-0. conditioned on the faithful 
discharge of the duties of his office, the bond to be 
approved by the Grand High Priest, and remain in his 
keeping. He shall turn over 1o Ins successor in office 
all funds and of her property belonging to the Grand 
Chapter, 

GRAND SECRETARY. 

1C. The Grand Secretary shall attend the Convoca- 
tions of the Grand Chapter, and duly record its proceed- 
ings. lie shall receive all funds belonging to the Grand 
Chapter from every source, pay them over to ihe Grand 
Treasurer, taking ids receipt therefor* He shall receive 
and preserve all returns from subordinate Chapters, and 
make report thereon at each Annual Convocation. He 
shall also preserve all petitions, applications and other 
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documents of importance; sign, certify to and seal all 
documents emanating from the Grand Chapter; conduct 
the correspondence of the Grand Chapter, under the 
direction of the Grand High Priest. He shall report 
annually to the several Grand Chapters in correspond- 
ence with this Grand Chapter the names and addresses 
of the Grand Officers elected. At each Annual Convoca- 
tion he shall make report of all money received and paid 
over to the Grand Treasurer; of failures on the part of 
subordinate Chapters in making returns and paying dues 
as required, and such other matters as may require the 
attention of the Grand Chapter. He shall, in due time, 
prior to the Annual Grand Convocation, furnish eacli 
subordinate Chapter with blank returns, and suitable 
instructions for preparing them correctly. He shall also 
forward to each Chapter under dispensation suitable 
blanks, with full instructions for making their returns 
and petitioning for charter. He shall furnish bond with 
sufficient security, in the sum of §5,000, conditioned ou 
the faithful performance of his duties; said bond to be 
approved and held by the Grand High Priest. He shall 
receive annually for his services the sum of eight hun- 
dred dollars, payable quarterly by warrants drawn upon 
the Grand Treasurer. 

17. All other officers are hereby required to attend 
all the Convocations of this Grand Chapter, and to faith- 
fully discharge the duties required in their charge of 
installation. 

18. This Constitution can only be altered or amended 
by proposing the change in writing at an Annual Grand 
Convocation and if, after reference to and report on by a 
committee, it shall be concurred in by at least three- 
fourths of the members present, it shall become a part of 
this Constitution. 



BY-LAWS. 


REPRESENTATION. 

1. The High Priest, King and Scribe of each Subor- 
dinate Chapter, in good standing within this Grand 
Jurisdiction, may appoint a proxy to iill his place in the 
Grand Chapter, but no other member of the Grand Chap- 
ter (as such) shall have this right. 

2. Every subordinate Chapter of this Grand Chapter 
shall be entitled to three votes and no more, whether 
represented by officers or by proxies. No Companion 
can represent more than one Chapter, of which he must 
be a member; and no officer, member or representative 
can have more than four votes in any case whatever. 

3. No representative shall be entitled to a seat in 
this Grand Chapter until the annual returns and dues of 
his Chapter have been delivered to the Grand Secretary 
and his receipt obtained therefor. 

SESSION COMMITTEES. 

4. At each Annual Convocation of the Grand Chap- 
ter, as soon as practicable after its organization, the 
Grand High Priest shall appoint the following named 
committees of three members each: 

5. On Credentials, whose duty it shall be to examine 
the credentials of all claiming the* right of membership, 
and report their names and Masonic connection to the 
Grand Chapter. 

6. A Committee to Examine Visiting Companions, 
whose duty it shall be to examine all visitors not prop- 
erly vouched for, and report their names, address and 
Masonic connection to the Grand Chapter. 

7. A Committee on Returns and Work of Chapters 
U. D., whose duty it shall be to examine the records, 
returns of work and the By-Laws proposed, and make 
report thereon, together with such recommendations as 
in their judgment will be for the best interest of the 
Craft. 
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8. A Committee on Appeals and Grievances, whose 
duty it shall be to examine and report upon all appeals, 
memorials and petitions, in relation to matters of com- 
plaint which should come before the Grand Chapter. 

9. A Committee on Finance, Mileage and Per Diem, 
whose duty it shall be to examine all accounts and finan- 
cial matters to them referred, and to make full report 
thereon before the close of each Annual Convocation; 
also, to ascertain and report the sums to which each 
member and representative is entitled on account of 
traveling expenses and per diem. 

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

10. Before the close of each Annual Convocation, 
the Grand High Priest shall appoint Standing Com- 
mittees of three each for the ensuing year, as follows: 

11. On Masonic Jurisprudence, whose duty it shall 
be to examine and report upon all questions and docu- 
ments requiring investigation; also, all decisions upon 
points of Masonic law. 

12. On Masonic Correspondence, whose duty it shall 
be to examine the correspondence and documents from 
other Grand Chapters in correspondence with this Grand 
Chapter, and report at the next Annual Convocation all 
matters of importance and interest, and at the conclus- 
ion of their report on each Grand Jurisdiction, add the 
decisions of the Grand High Priest which received the 
approval of the Grand Chapter. 

PAY OF MEMBERS. 

13. The Grand Officers, members of the Committee 
on Masonic Jurisprudence and Masonic Correspondence, 
and the officer highest in rank, or, in the absence of 
officers, the representative highest in rank from each 
Chapter in this jurisdiction, shall be entitled to receive 
the sum of $3 per day for each day’s actual attendance 
at the sessions of the Grand Chapter. They shall also 
be allowed their traveling expenses going and returning 
from their place of residence; provided, the same has not 
been paid by the Grand Lodge; and provided, no one 
shall receive pay both as Grand Officer and Grand Rep- 
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resentative; provided further , that in case of absence 
from anv regular sessions of the Grand Chapter, with- 
out. the consent of the Grand Chapter or Grand High 
Priest, all claims to compensation under this section 
shall he forfeited. 

PERTAINING TO SUBORDINATE CHAPTERS. 

14. No dispensation for the formation of a new 
Chapter shall be granted except upon the petition of at 
least nine Koval Arch Masons in good standing, each of 
whom shall sign his fall name, and state the Chapter to 
which he belongs or hails from, in addition to such gen- 
eral information as may be necessary for the Grand High 
Priest to act intelligently. The petition shall specially 
set forth the name of the town and the county in which 
the new Chapter is to lx* located, and that they will con- 
form to the orders of the Grand High Priest and the 
regulations of tin* Grand Chapter, and shall present the 
names of suitable Companions for appointment as High 
Priest, King and Scribe. 

15. The petition shall be accompanied by the mini- 
mum fee of ninety dollars, and by a recommendation 
from the nearest chartered Chapter, certifying to the 
truth of the statements contained in the petition. 

10. The petition shall also be accompanied by evi- 
dence of the standing of all the signers, as follows: If 
from Chapters beyond this jurisdiction, by dimits; if 
from within this jurisdiction, by dimits or certificates 
from the Chapter Secretaries, certifying to their good 
standing, and that their dues are paid up to the next 
Annual Convocation of the Grand Chapter. 

17. Existing membership shall only be disturbed 
when a charter follows a dispensation, in which event 
they shall immediately cease in the old and begin in the 
new. 

18. Each Chapter under dispensation shall be gov- 
erned by the By-Laws pertaining to Subordinate Chap- 
ters as adopted by this Grand Chapter, and at the 
next Annual Convocation of the Grand Chapter, forward 
to the Grand Secretary its dispensation, returns of work, 
record of proceedings, proposed By-Laws and the sum 
of three dollars for each Mason exalted. 
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19. No Chapter shall do any work out of the regular 
order, unless by dispensation from the Grand High 
Priest, and any Chapter working under snch dispensa- 
tion shall return the same to the Grand High Priest, 
witli an endorsement of the action had thereon. 

20. A petition from a Chapter to the Grand High 
Priest for a dispensation, shall set forth fully the emer- 
gency, and shall be accompanied with a fee of one dollar, 
which shall be paid to the Grand Secretary for the gen- 
eral fund. 


CHARTEKS AND NEW CHAPTERS. 

21. Charters shall be granted by the Grand Chapter 
at its Annual Convocations only, and under no circum- 
stances shall such power be vested in the Grand High 
Priest, or any other officer. 

22. No charter shall be granted except the Chapter 
shall have worked under dispensation and regularly con- 
ferred all of the degrees. 

23. Charters shall only be granted upon the written 
petition of the Companions named in the dispensation 
and those made by its authority; together with such 
others as present dimits, and shall have received the 
unanimous consent of the Chapter U. D. to join in the 
petition. 

24. Petition for charters shall propose the name of 
the new Chapter; also the names of the Companions 
selected for High Priest, King and Scribe. Yet the 
Grand Chapter may appoint others instead thereof. 

25. The minimum fee for the issuance of a charter 
shall be ten dollars. 

26. It is not in the power of a majority of the mem- 
bers of a Chapter to surrender its charter, so long as 
nine of its members continue to meet and work under it. 

27. The Grand Chapter shall recall the charter of 
any Chapter that fails to meet for twelve consecutive 
months; or that neglects to make returns or pay dues for 
the period of two years. 

28. When the charter of a Chapter under this Grand 
Jurisdiction shall have been surrendered or arrested, the 
status of the members will be that of non-affiliated Royal 
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Arch Masons. After the demise of any such Chapter, the 
Secretary of such Chapter shall forward to the Grand 
Seereta ry, 1 ogether w i t h I he cha rt er and all other prop- 
erty of said Chapter, a. certified list of all members in 
good standing at the lime, and the am omit of dues owing 
by each. And it shall he the duty of the Grand Secre- 
tary, upon the application of any of said members, to 
issue to each member a certificate of former membership. 
provided he shall pay to the Grand Secretary the amount 
of dues owing by him at the time of the demise. Which 
certificate shall be recognized, the same in all respects 
as a regular dimit. 

21), Whenever any charter of a Chapter shall be 
destroyed, stolen or surreptitiously taken and detained, 
or becomes so defaced as to be unfit for use, without 
the fault of the Chapter or High Priest, it shall be lawful 
for the Grand High Priest to order another to be issued, 
which shall set forth the members and officers named 
in the charier lost, detained or destroyed, the Grand 
Convocation at which it was granted, the names of the 
Grand Officers attached thereto, and (lie circumstances 
of its loss, destruction or detention; and shall he signed 
by the Grand High Priesl and attested by the Grand Sec- 
retary under seal of the Grand Chapter, without fee. 

RETURNS AND DUES FROM CHAPTERS. 

39. Each Chapter who II, immediately after its animal 
installation, report to the Grand High Priest and Grand 
Secretary the names of its High Priest, King, Scribe and 
Secretary, 

31. Each chartered Chapter shall transmit to t lie 
Grand Secretary, at least twelve days prior to each 
Annual Grand Convocation, full returns of all Work done 
from the last returns up to and including the thirty first 
day of August. 

32. Each chartered Chapter shall pay to the Grand 
Secretary annually, as dues, the sum of fifty cents for 
each Companion who is a member thereof at the time, 
and the sum of three dollars for each Companion exalted 
during the year. 

33. Grand Chapter dues are hereby made payable at 
the time of making annual returns of work; any Chapter 
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neglecting to pay at the time specified, and shall con- 
tinue so to do for the period of sixty days, without fur- 
nishiug reasons satisfactory to the Grand High Priest, 
it shall he his duty to suspend the functions of such 
Chapter until the next Annual Convocation of the Grand 
Chapter. (See also Grand Chapter By-Law No. 3.) 

34. The Grand Chapter nmv order suspended or 
forfeited the charter of any Chapter which fails for two 
successive years to he represented at the Grand Chapter 
Convocations. 

ELECTION AND INSTALLATION. 

35. The High Priest, King, Scribe, Treasurer and 
Secretary of every subordinate Chapter under the juris- 
diction of this Grand Chapter, shall be elected by ballot 
at the first stated Convocation in December of each 
year. All other officers may be elected or appointed as 
the By-Laws may provide. 

3(». Any Royal Arch Mason in good and regular 
standiug is eligible to the office of High Priest in his 
Chapter. 

37. A reelected High Priest may, if necessary, hold 
over without reinstnllation, but he should he reinstalled, 
and all other officers must be reinstalled. • 

38. A majority of all the votes cast will be neces- 
sary to elect. 

39. No election of officers shall be had in a Chapter 
U. D. Such as are not designated in the dispensation 
shall be filled by ortler of the High Priest. 

40. Installations must he held prior to and not later 
than December 27th. No Chapter shall hold a public 
installation without a dispensation. 

41. All the officers of a newly chartered Chapter 
must be installed by the Grand High Priest, or his repre- 
sentative. No officer shall be installed by proxy. 

JURIS DIG HON. 

42. Unless otherwise specified, Chapter jurisdiction 
shall extend by air line half way to surrounding Chap- 
ters. 
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4:5. Two «r more Chapters in the same city shall 
exercise concurrent jurisdiction, except when otherwise 
specified. 

44. ISacli Chapter having concurrent jurisdiction 
with another Chapter or other Chapters shall immedi- 
ately notify the same of any application it may receive 
for the degrees. 


PETITIONS. 


45. No Koval Arch Mason shall 1 m* admitted to a 
Chapter in this jurisdiction as a member or visitor, un- 
less he shall have received the degrees of E. A., F. C., 
M. M., M. M., P. M. and M. E. M. Nevertheless, when 
such cases are presented, the Chapter may, upon satis- 
factory proof of the worthiness of tin* applicant, pro- 
ceed to confer the intermediate degrees of M. M., P. M. 
and M. E. M. without extra charge. 

40. No Chapter shall receive a petition for degrees, 
or for membership, unless the applicant is a member in 
good standing of some lawfully constituted Lodge of 
Free and Accepted Masons. 

47. After a petition is regularly received and en- 
tered upon the minutes it cannot be withdrawn. 

IS. All petitions for degrees, or for membership, 
when regularly received, must be laid over at least four 
weeks before being balloted upon. 

411. Subordinate Chapters shall not act upon a pe- 
tition for the degrees from an applicant who resides in 
the jurisdiction of another Chapter, without first ob- 
taining the unanimous consent of the latter at a stated 
Convocation, which consent shall be expressed by ballot. 
Any Chapter that shall knowingly violate this section, 
shall be required to pay over to the Chapter whose juris- 
diction has been invaded, the sum that said Chapter 
charges for the degrees. 

50. No petition for afiiliation shall lu* received by a 
Chapter unless accompanied by a dimit from the Chapter 
of which the applicant was last a member. 

51. No Chapter shall collect a fee for afiiliation. — 
See decision 53. 
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BALLOTING. 

52* Xu ballot shall ho spread except at a stated 
Convocation, unless by dispensation. 

53, In balloting for candidates, all members pres- 
out shall vote. 

54. Alter the ballot has been examined, first by tlie 
Scribe and King, and finally by the High Priest, the re- 
sult shall be declared by the latter, unless a single nega- 
tive vote appear, in which event he may order it re- 
spread, the result of which shall be final, and subject 
to no reconsideration whatever. 

55* Xo Mason shall divulge the character of his 
vote upon the petition of any candidate* 

REJECTION. k 

HG. The pot if ion of a rejected applicant for the de- 
grees shall not be received within twelve months by an- 
other Chapter, wil limit the unanimous consent, by ballot, 
of that which rejected him. 

57* Subordinate Chapters may provide by By-Law 
the length of time that must elapse between a rejection 
and another application. 

58* One ballot elects to all the degrees. 

OBJECTION AFT KK BALLOT. 

50. Advancement to the degrees may be stayed at 
any time, for good cause, by the Chapter or by the nigh 
Priest. 

00* After I he election of an applicant to receive the 
degrees, and an objection is made to his advancement by 
a member of the Chapter, such objection shall be referred 
tea committee, with full power to inquire into the cause 
thereof, who shall, at the next stated Convocation, re- 
port thereon; and, if no just cause for the objection be 
found, or if the cause assigned be, in the opinion of two- 
thirds of the members present, not a valid and Masonic 
cause, the Chapter may confer the degrees in the same 
manner as if no objection had been made* 
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CONFERRING DEGREES. 

61. Within the jurisdiction of this Grand Chapter, 
the several degrees of the M. M., P. M. } M. E. M. and 
Royal Arch Mason shall not be conferred for a less sum 
than $50, to be paid by the candidate before the recep- 
tion of each degree, in such sums as may be required by 
the Chapter By-Laws. 

62. Every Subordinate Chapter under the jurisdic- 
tion of this Grand Chapter shall keep a proper book of 
marks in which shall be recorded the mark of each and 
all its members. 

63. No candidate shall be exalted until he shall 
have chosen his mark and the same lias been recorded. 

QUALIFICATIONS. 

64. The limit of physical qualifications to be re- 
quired of a candidate for the degrees in this Grand 
Jurisdiction, shall be simply that he be able to conform 
strictly to all which the ritual of the degrees makes 
necessary. 

65. It is hereby made the imperative duty of every 
Chapter under this jurisdiction to restrain, as far as 
possible, the Masonic crime of intemperance by trial 
and punishment, as the case may require. It shall be un- 
lawful to advance or affiliate any person who is engaged 
in the sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage. All 
companions are therefore fraternally admonished to re- 
frain from engaging in the liquor traffic. 

66. The use of substitutes shall not be practiced for 
the purposes of rapid advancement, or for mere conven- 
ience; but only when the Council of the Chapter shall be 
convinced that the good of Royal Arch Masonry will be 
promoted thereby, and under no circumstances will the 
use of more than one substitute be permitted. 

LIMITS. 

67. No Chapter shall grant a dimit except upon 
written application, which shall lie over until the next 
stated Convocation, when, if no charges have been pre- 
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ferred ;uid the dues of the Companion have been paid, 
the dimit shall be ordered and issued. 

68. No elected or appointed officer shall be di- 
lnitted during the period for which lie has been installed, 

SUSPENSIONS AND EXPULSIONS. 

01). Any Soya! Arch Mason within this Grand Juris- 
diction, who has been suspended from a Lodge for any 
cause, shall be deprived of ail rights and privileges in 
the Chapter, or to hold Masonic intercourse with Royal 
Arch Masons, until reinstated by the Lodge which sus- 
pended him. The notation by the Chapter on its records 
of the action of the Lodge in cases of suspension or rein- 
statement shall be all that is necessary to suspend or 
reinstate him to his former standing in every respect. 

76. Expulsion by a Lodge carries the same penalty 
in the Chapter. The adoption by the Chapter of the 
action had by the Lodge will be sufficient, without the 
formality of a trial by the Chapter. 

PENALTIES. 

71. The Masonic punishment which may and shall 
be indicted by the Grand Chapter and its subordinates, 
shall be either reprimand, definite or indefinite suspen- 
sion, or expulsion. 

72. Expulsion from a Chapter shall include expul- 
sion from ull the rights and privileges of Royal Arch 
Mansonrv. 

73. A reprimand may either be private or public, 
but shall not be given until the offender has had due 
notice and an opportunity for explanation or excuse, 
nor by any one but the Acting High Priest, in the man- 
ner and form he may deem proper in private, or in open 
Chapter, from his appropriate station. 

74. When any companion shall be suspended or ex- 
pelled, immediate notice thereof shall be sent by the 
Chapter Secretary to the Grand Secretary. The Grand 
Secretary shall compile such reports at the end of each 
month, and send the same to each Chapter. No member 
shall be permitted to make any expulsion or suspension 
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public*, nor to communicate the same? lo any person not a 
Mason, except by a resolution to make public by the 
Chapter taking action, and which fact shall also be re- 
ported to the Crand Secretary. All expulsions and sus- 
pensions shall also be published with tin* Proceedings of 
the Grand Chapter. 


APPEALS. 


To. All Masons have the light to appeal from the 
decisions of Subordinate Chapters to the Grand Chapter 
any time before the next Annual Convocation of tin* 
Grand Chapter, in which case the Chapter shall furnish 
the Grand Chapter and the accused with an attested copy 
of its proceedings on the trial, and such testimony in its 
possession as he may require. 

7C>. All appeals shall he in writing and filed with 
the Grand Secretary, and the appellant shall give the 
other party reasonable notice thereof. 

NON PAYMENT OF DUES. * 

77. The non-payment of Chapter dues by a com- 
panion known to be able is cause for discipline. 

78. On report of the Secretary that a companion 
is in arrears for two years or more, a Chapter may or- 
der charges, signed by the Scribe, in the following form: 

“Bv order of Chapter No Royal Arch 

Masons, I hereby charge Companion with 

unmasonic conduct in neglecting lo pay Chapter dues 
from the day of to tin* day of 

“Dated , 18 

“ Scribe.** 

711. Examination shall be in open Chapter, and 
the testimony of the Secretary as to the indebtedness 
and requests for payment shall he sullicient evidence 
for the prosecution. Nevertheless, the Chapter may ex- 
ereise such clemency as to it may seem proper, according 
to the circumstances of each case. 

80. The only penalty for conviction under charges 
for non-payment of dues shall be reprimand or indefinite 
suspension from all the rights and benefits of Royal Arch

Masonry; but reprimand shall not be inflicted for a sec- 
ond offense. 

81. An application for restoration, after indefinite 
suspension for non-payment of dues shall not be received 
until all dues are paid to the date of suspension. 

RESTORATION. 

82. Iu case the decision of any Chapter suspending 
or expelling a companion shall be reversed by the Grand 
Chapter, such companion shall be restored to all the 
rights and privileges as a Royal Arch Mason and a mem- 
ber of the Chapter. 

83. No expelled Mason shall be restored to the priv- 
ileges of Royal Arch Masonry except by a vote of the 
Grand Chapter, and such restoration shall not reinstate 
him to Chapter membership without the unanimous con- 
sent of the members thereof. 

84. An application to reinstate an expelled Mason 
must in all cases be accompanied with a recommendation 
from the Chapter by which he was expelled, provided 
such Chapter be still in existence. 

So. Restoration after definite suspension shall take 
place at the expiration of the time specified in the sen- 
tence, without further action. 

86. Restoration after indefinite suspension shall be 
by action of the Chapter at a Stated Convocation, after 
due notice to the Chapter of at least one lunar month, and 
must be by a tiro-thirds vote of the members present. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

87. It shall not be lawful for a Chapter to hold 
Convocations on the Sabbath day for any purpose what- 
ever, except to attend the funeral of a Mason. 

88. The delivery or teaching of any Masonic work 
not authorized, or which has not received the sanction 
of the Grand Chapter or its laivful authority, is for- 
bidden. 

89. Upon the demise of any Chapter, the Secretary 
and Treasurer of the same shall, within three months, 
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transmit to the Grand Secretary all the books, papers, 
jewels, furniture, funds and other property of the Chap- 
ter so demised. 

5)0. The Grand High Priest is authorized, at the re- 
quest of a Chapter, to change its location or place of 
meeting, but such a request must be made at a Stated 
Convocation, after notice given in open Chapter at least 
one lunar month before action is taken by the Chapter. 

91. Honorary membership gives the right to speak 
in Chapter, but not to vote. It can not be conferred on 
a regular member of a Chapter by the same body. 

92. Chapters and Committees on Charity shall re- 
quire from applicants for assistance evidence of good 
standing before granting the same, and in the event such 
applicant shall prove to be an impostor or unworthy, 
such fact, with a full description of the impostor, shall 
be immediately reported to the Grand Secretary, whose 
duty it shall be to forthwith send notice of the same to 
all Chapters in this jurisdiction and the Grand Secretary 
of all the jurisdictions immediately adjoining. 

93. Objection by a member present at a meeting 
of his Chapter to the” visit of a companion at that Con- 
vocation shall exclude the visitor. 

. 94. Changes in Chapter By-Laws shall only be oper- 
ative after approved by the Grand High Priest. 

95. This Grand Chapter recognizes no degrees in 
Masonry except those conferred under the regulations 
of the Grand Lodges of the various states and territories 
of the United States and the governments throughout 
the world, and the General Grand Royal Arch Chapter 
of the United States, the Grand Royal Arch Chapters 
of the several slates and territories of the United States 
and other bodies under their jurisdiction, and the gov- 
ernments throughout the world. 

It admits the above and the following named organ- 
izations, and none other, to be regular and duly con- 
stituted Masonic bodies, namely: The General Grand 
Council of Royal and Select Masters of the United States, 
the Grand Councils of Royal and Select Masters of the 
several states and territories of the United States and 
the Councils under their jurisdiction, the Grand En- 
campment of the United States, the Grand Command- 
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eries of the several states and territories of the United 
States and the Coininanderies under their jurisdiction, 
the Supreme Councils of the Ancient and Accepted Scot- 
tish Rite for the Northern and Southern Jurisdictions 
of the United States, of which Henry L. Palmer and 
Thomas H. Caswell are Sovereign Grand Commanders, 
respectively, and the various bodies under their juris- 
diction. 

. Oti. It is clearly the duty of the High Priest of a 
Chapter to suspend from office an officer of his Chapter 
for unbecoming or unmasonic conduct, in advance of 
charges and trial for such conduct. 

•J7. In the case of a companion known to he un- 
able to pay, liis Chapter may remit and release him from 
payment of Chapter dues, provided that there be no 
By-Caw of the Chapter prohibiting such action. 

518. The apron shall be worn over the outer gar- 
ment. 

911. No Chapter shall incur any indebtedness be- 
yond fit) per capita, without the approval of the Grand 
High Priest or Grand Chapter. 

100. I« all cases when a Chapter shall for any cause 
deem it necessary to discipline its members, the' estab- 
lished forms of trial and the inodes of punishment 
adopted by the Grand Lodge of Colorado, shall be ob- 
served in every essential detail by the Chapters under 
this Grand Jurisdiction. 

101. The provisions of the Constitution, Laws and 
Resolutions of the Grand Lodge of Colorado, in all essen- 
tial respects, where there is no conflict between it and 
the Constitution or Laws of this Grand Chapter, shall 
be the rules and regulations by which the action of the 
Subordinate Chapters of this jurisdiction shall be 
governed. 

102. These By-Laws. pertaining to the Grand and 
Subordinate Chapters, can only be amended by proposing 
the change in writing at the Annual Grand Convoca- 
tion, and if, after reference to and* report thereon by a 
committee, it shall be concurred in by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present, it shall become a part of 
these By-Laws. 


DECISIONS AND EDICTS 

Now in Force. 


1. That the Ritual adopted by the General Grand 
Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of the United States of 
America in 181)1 be adopted by this Grand Chapter as 
the Ritual to be used by the several Chapters in this 
jurisdiction as soon as the same can be procured by 
the Grand Secretary, and that thereafter all other rituals 
or work be forbidden. — 1893, page 18. 

2. Resolved, That this Grand Chapter donates to 
the if. W. Grand Lodge Library all the proceedings of 
its sister Grand Chapters, and other printed documents 
in its possession, and that may be received from time to 
time, on the condition that the rights and benefits of the 
Library be extended to the members of this Grand Chap- 
ter. — 1878, page 10. 

3. It is not proper for Chapters under dispensation 
to receive petitions for affiliation. 

4. Chapters have the authority to confer more than 
one degree at the same stated Convocation, or between 
t wo stated Convocations, on the same person. 

5. A Chapter acquiring jurisdiction by waiver, after 
part of the degrees have beeu conferred, and conferring 
the rest of the degrees, collects fees for the degrees con- 
ferred by it according to its own schedule, and not by 
the schedule of the Chapter granting the waiver. — E. n. 
Collins. 1879, page G. 

6. The Grand High Priest should turn over the 
Grand Chapter funds which he collects to the Grand 
Secretary, instead of the Grand Treasurer. — 1879, 
page 13. 

7 and 8. Repealed in 1897. 

9. Can a Chapter confer the degrees and then vote 
the fee back to the newly-made Companion? 

Xo; because the law requires the payment of a cer- 
tain sum of money for that which the Chapter confers; 
and its relinquishment immediately thereafter is to 
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purposely nullify tlie law. No Chapter should do in a 
roundabout way that which it can not do openly. 

10. Has a Chapter the right to remit the dues of a 
member? 

If the By-Laws specify that dues shall be paid, and 
contain no provision for their remission, it can only be 
done after an amendment to that effect. No By-Law 
can be temporarily set aside to accommodate a particular 
case. — R. W. Woodbury, 1882, page 8. 

11a. Resolved, That Royal Arch Masons, to be in 
good standing in this Grand Jurisdiction, must be, and 
continue to be, in good standing as Master Masons, and 
the subordinate Chapters of this jurisdiction will govern 
themselves accordingly, — 1883, page 14. 

lib. Repealed in 1897. 

12. In the absence of Grand Chapter regulations, it 
is proper for the subordinate Chapters to use their own 
judgment as to the way that a Companion, dropped from 
the rolls, can be reinstated. But dropping from the rolls 
should not be permitted, but charges should be preferred 
as is now required by the Grand Lodge. — 1884, page 15. 
See decision 54. 

13. Whereas, The Grand Lodge of Mark Master 
Masons of England and Wales has assumed jurisdic- 
tion in granting Charters to Mark Master Lodges within 
the territory and jurisdiction of the Grand Chapter of 
Quebec; 

Whereas, The Grand Chapter of Quebec lias severed 
fraternal relations with the Grand Lodge of Mark Master 
Masons of England and Wales, etc., until it ceases and 
withdraw s its illegal usurpations of the rights and invas- 
ions of the territory of the Grand Chapter of Quebec; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this Grand Chapter fully endorses the 
said action of the Grand Chapter of Quebec. — 1884,

14. Actual measurement, and not facilities for 
travel, govern as to Chapter jurisdiction. 

15. When a Chapter is asked to waive jurisdiction 
and permit the conferring of the remaining degrees, a 
reply stating that permission has been granted may be 
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construed to imply a waiver, though not so expressed in 
distinct terms. 

1C. When a brother who has been duly elected to 
receive the degrees in Chapter No. 1 removes to the juris- 
diction of Chapter No. 2 before receiving them, he is still 
the material of No. 1. 

17. When work is done at the request of a Chapter 
in another jurisdiction, the Grand Chapter fee for exal- 
tation should not be paid, nor should the name be in- 
cluded in the annual returns. The records, however, 
should show all the facts. 

18. A Chapter can try a member who has been in- 
definitely suspended from his Lodge. The member is al- 
ready indefinitely suspended in the Chapter. The Chap- 
ter can only determine whether it will inllict a severer 
penalty. — L. N. Greenleaf, 1886, page 9. 

19. A Chapter cannot be opened in the absence of 
the High Priest, King and Scribe. — 1886, page 81. 

20. Resolved, That all Chapters under this Grand 
Jurisdiction are hereby authorized to amend their By- 
Laws regarding the payment of dues, and are permitted 
and instructed to use such Masonic discretion in re- 
mitting them as will prevent any worthy companion 
suffering injustice from inability to pay. — 1886, page 31 ; 
1894, pages 18 and 35. 

21. The right to vote and hold office inseparably be- 
long to membership in a Chapter, and no member can be 
deprived of these rights except through charges properly 
preferred, and trial and conviction thereon. 

22. The granting of a dimit severs the connection of 
a member with his Chapter. — C. C. Gird, 1887, page 9. 

23. Quorum. — For all purposes, except opening and 
closing a Chapter, and conferring degrees, nine members 
of the Chapter are necessary. In the cases stated, nine 
Royal Arch Masons. — 1S87, page 13. 

24. A petition for affiliation cannot be withdrawn. 
It must abide the ballot. 

25. If, before the ballot, an objection be made to the 
candidate, the ballot can be taken; the companion object- 
ing, has his recourse in the ballot. 
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2(5. A companion Laving received the Mark, Most 
Excellent and ltoval Arch degrees in a jurisdiction that 
does not recognize the Past Master’s as one of the Chap- 
ter degrees, desiring to affiliate, it would be proper to 
regularly confer the degree of Past Master upon him, 
without fee. 

27. All amendments to the By-Laws of subordinate 
Chapters made prior to October 7, 1880, so long as they 
do not conflict with the laws of the Grand Chapter, are 
operative; and the law of the subordinate Chapter, 
whether approved or not by the Grand High Priest. 

28. A. brother duly elected to receive the degrees in 
a Chapter, but who, for a long time does not present 
himself for them, has not forefeited his right to receive 
the degrees, and he is still within the jurisdiction of the 
Chapter electing him, unless the Chapter in which he 
was elected has a By-Law requiring candidates to appear 
withiu a certain period or forfeit their rights to the de- 
grees. A Chapter should not receive or act upon a peti- 
tion from such a brother until it is fully satisfied that it 
would not invade the jurisdiction of the Chapter that 
elected him. And of this it -can only be assured by in- 
quiring of said Chapter. If his rights are forefeited in 
the Chapter electing him, or if the Chapter electing him 
waives jurisdiction over him, he can apply in the regular 
way to the Chapter under whose jurisdiction he resides.

29. A brother having been elected to receive the de- 
grees in a Cliapter.is still under its jurisdiction, although 
he may have removed into the jurisdiction of another 
Chapter. The. Chapter electing him can confer the de- 
grees, or it may request another Chapter to confer them 
for it, in which event he would become a member of the 
Chapter electing him; or. it may waive jurisdiction over 
him and return him the fees paid, or not, as the Chapter 
may determine. But, having given no benefits, it would 
be right to return the fee. 

30. If a member of a Chapter having a By-Law that 
its members, by paying dues for twenty years, become 
life members, dirnits and afterwards re-affiliates, it re- 
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mains with the Chapter to determine whether the pay- 
ment of the dues during the interregnum, and for a 
period sufficient to make twenty consecutive years from 
the date of his first being a member of that Chapter, is a 
compliance with their By-Laws regulating life member- 
ship, and I cau see no reason why payment of dues for 
twenty consecutive years by a member, even though dur- 
ing a portion of that period he was not affiliated, is not a 
fulfillment of the letter of the law. — E..L. N. Foster, 
1888, page 12. 

31- Secretaries are required to note on their minutes 
the fact that the report of Committee on Petitions was 
received, but not the character of the report. — 1888, 
page 22. 

32. A dispensation is necessary for the installation 
of officers who were not installed prior to the festival of 
St. John the Evangelist. 

33. A Chapter receiving a petition, electing the ap- 
plicant and afterwards granting a waiver of jurisdiction, 
can retain the fee which accompanied the petition. 

The Chapter electing would not be entitled to all the 
fees. Their waiver of jurisdiction severed all claims 
they had over the brother. The brother should petition 
the Chapter receiving the waiver, and be balloted for. 

If elected and degrees are conferred, the companion 
will be a member of the Chapter doing the work. 

34. Non-payment of dues is sufficient cause for dis- 
cipline under head of unmasonic conduct. 

35. The fact of a brother's holding Lodge member- 
ship in another jurisdiction would not render him ineligi- 
ble for the degrees in this jurisdiction. — W. T. Bridwell, 
1881), page 11. 

36. A verbal objection sent by another companion is 
not a legal objection to he observed by a Chapter. 

37. A companion cannot hold the office of High 
Priest and Treasurer at the same time.— S. H. Thompson, 
1890, page 14. See decision 56. 

38. Question — Can we make Companion a 

life member without dues? Answer — No. Your By- 
Laws prescribe the amount a companion must pay, and 
they cannot he set aside. 
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39. By-Laws making it obligatory for a brother to 
be a Master Mason six months before petitioning for the 
Chapter degrees, are not in conflict with the General 
Grand Chapter Laws.— C. E. Olin, 1891, page 9. 

40. It is proper’ to receive a petition of a Master 
Mason raised in a Lodge, U. D., whose dispensation was 
not renewed nor a Charter granted. 

41. A Chapter has not the right to confer the Coun- 
cil degrees. 

42. A Past High Priest can install the officers of a 
Chapter. It is not necessary to obtain permission from 
the Grand High Priest to install the regularly elected 
and appointed officers on or before December 27tli. 

43. It is the duty of the High Priest to show the 
ballot to the King and Scribe, and they should examine 
the same before the result is declared; if the High Priest 
has neglected to exhibit the ballot to these officers, while 
his action would be irregular, in the absence of an objec- 
tion, the result of the ballot would not be affected. 

44. It is not proper, in working the Koyal Arch 
Degree, to carry one team through to the lecture, and 
then commence on a second team, giving the lecture to 
six or more at the same time. 

45. It is proper for the Secretary, under the direction 
of the Chapter, to answer an official communication from 
a Commandery, asking for the standing of a member of 
a Chapter who is also a member of said Commandery. 

4G. A Chapter should not be called from labor to 
refreshment from one regular Convocation to another, 
but should be regularly opened and closed at each Con- 
vocation. Nine or more Royal Arch Masons should be 
present at the closing of the Chapter, but if that number 
should not be present the Chapter should be closed. 

47. A companion “claiming that he received the 
Royal Arch degree in 18G4, that the building with the 
records were burned, so the membership of the Chapter 
was never sent to the Grand Chapter and that he never 
visited his home Chapter, never dimitted or paid dues,” 
can hardly be in good standing. A companion who has 
taken no pains for twenty-eight years to establish his 
standing as a Royal Arch Mason, has undoubtedly for- 
feited all claims to Masonic recognition. 
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48. A ballot taken when less than nine members of 
the Chapter are present is null and void, and a legal 
ballot should be taken. — W. W. Holler, 1892, page 11. 

49. A Royal Arch Mason carrying a dimit can bring 
charges of unmasonic conduct against a member of a 
Chapter, provided he has maintained his Masonic stand- 
ing in compliance with the law of this jurisdiction con* 
cerning non-affiliates. — 1892, page 26. 

50. Repealed, 1895. 

51. The titles of the officers of a Chapter shall be as 
follows: The title of the High Priest shall be “Excel- 
lent” and that of all other officers “Companion.” In 
Lodges of Mark, Past and Most Excellent Masters, the 
title of the Master shall be “Right Worshipful,” and of 
all other officers, “Brother.” — 1893, page 19. 

52. That the Grand High Priest or his Deputy be 
authorized to visit each Chapter once each year, and in- 
struct the Chapter, and that he be allowed three dollars 
per day and traveling expenses. — 1893, page 20. 

53. A By-Law providing that two years’ dues should 
accompany a petition for affiliation, is in the nature of a 
fee for affiliation and is in conflict with the Grand Chap- 
ter By-Laws No. 55. (51.) 

54. A By-Law providing for the dropping from the 
roll members delinquent in the payment of dues for over 
two years is invalid, being in conflict with decision 
No. 12. 

55. The requirement as to examination only refers 
to the degrees conferred in the Chapter. 

56. Decision 37, which reads: “A Companion can- 
not hold the office of High Priest and Treasurer at the 
same time,” applies equally as well to the King and 
Scribe, or, in fact, to any other officers. — H. T. West,

57. That the several Subordinate Chapters of this 
jurisdiction be required to have their Arks properly in- 
scribed, so that all may be uniform, and that the method 
of reading those Mystic characters be explained to the 
Candidates by the High Priest after they have received 
the principal secrets of the degree.
